Thb 8UD of 1846 has arisen to bear its witness to 
the a]I-coficerning trnth conveyed in the stanza at 
the head of this article. 1845 and its events 
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gone by, its deeds done for ever, summon ns to con- 
aider onr ways during its progress, that we may 
draw improvement the best we may — whether of 
instruction, coriection, or thankfulness, as the case 
stands. Ere then the year has stolen away the hours 
it has but now given us, let us see what advantage we 
can gather from the past, or turn to account for 
the future. 

We cannot forget, especially in this far West, the 
excitement and painful feelings which disturbed us at 
the period of the * Surplice question .*' on the one hand 
a natural dread of innovation — a fear of how far that 
might be a ^tep in that movement towards Rome, 
too plainly manifest among us, and of which we 
cannot be too jealuos — and on the other hand a sad 
lacking in that submission to them that are set over 
us as our spiritual Pastors and Masters, which cannot 
be too much deprecated and lamented as a fearful 
sign of the times. 

The Maynooih Grant is a subject of still deeper 
and more painful reflection. That a Protestant 
Government— >Qoeen, Lords, and Commons — should 
resolve on taking their share in educating the teachers 
of that communion, whose doctrines, alike in her State 
and Church documents, she holds to be idolatrous and 
heretical, damnable and impious, — and that a Pro- 
testant nation should be compelled (in spite of the 
overwhelming sound of their own legitimate voice, 
speaking in the multitude of petitions against the 
measure, which from all parts of the land loaded the 
tables of both Houses) by fixed act of Parliament' to 
maintait) such an abomination, is a sign of the times. 
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irhich, like the '* sky red and lowerini^,** so sarelf 
bodes foul weather for the land of our fathers, that 
he who prepares not for it may well tremble lest, as 
il^on the misjudging Pharisees, it eome upon him in 
to hour when he is not aware. 

But the Raiiwap Mania seems to hare absorbed 
this and all other thoughts— one of the most remaric* 
ible ways in which that ** eovetousness which is idol* 
atry" has been aniversally shewn for many a year. 
The enormous sums of money laid oat upon Hues that 
have succeeded , and have a fair prospect of succeeding 
-^the enormous sums that have been sqoandered npoa 
lines which never have or are ever likely to sncceed— - 
the gambling speculations on shares, by which enor* 
moos sums have been gained by some that would be 
i^ich^and by which others have as rapidly become 
poor — sliew a reckless and disquieting anxiety in re* 
echoing the worlding's question, ** Who will shew as 
u^ygood?" such an overcharging of men's minds with 
" the cares of this life/' as leaves no time for pre* 
paration for that day which another year warns ns 
is fast approaching. 

But if this sign of the times concern, as it mast, 
those who from their station in life are enabled to 
take part in these things, a word for the

better themselves. Now we are far eoongh from 
holding that the poor man is not at liberty to better 
himself, or indeed is not bound so to do by every 
lawful means. Only we would have him remember 
that he has a soul that needs to be bettered as well I 

as a body ; and, as it woqld be a very penny- wise i 

and pound ^foolish policy to attempt or to succeed in j 

bettering his body at the ezpence of his squI, we 
would have him count the cost first, and consider 
< whether his soul is likely to be better or as well cared 
for in the land to which he is hastening, as in that to 
which be is about to bid farewell for ever. But | 

whatever be the issu^, let the poor roan know, tha | 

no climate will yield him comfort till he possess the 
godliness with contentment which indeed is gain 
enough in any land. i 

The last subject we shall mention, as one of the 
memorable ones whose history will go down to pos- 
terity, with the year now passed, is tbe Potato 
Failure. It is not an uncommon thing to hear the 
poor man speak of this as of a judgment of God* 
And truly this is the best way to look at the matter. 
Thus we may pass over the obscurity of second 
causes, and behold at once the first cause in Him who 
giveth or withholdeth the fruits of the earrh In 
their season as seemeth good to Him. It is doubtless 
a heavy trial, and as such it is intended to be felt;

These vows will he pay ; these promises will he per- 
form. For they make nnto the glory of God, the 
edifying of bis Church, and the health of bis own 
iouU Therefore will he stick to them even nnto the 
very death.

Ood giveth a eommandinent and aaitb^ " Hear^ 
Israel ; tby God is the one and alone Ond. Thoa 
shalt bave no . strange gods in my sight. Thoa slialt 

filce thee no graven image/' &e. Dayid, being one 
the true Israelitea^ hath made a vow to keep these 
most boly precepts. And as he hath made this vow, 
so wiU he labour to perform It. For it is not on* 
faithful nor foolish/bnt agreeable to the Scripture ; 
neither dotb it provoke the keeper of it unto mach 
inconvenience and absnrdltyy but rather nnto great 
Tirtue aad holiness : so that he is fully bent to per- 
form bis vow. Let the unfaithful idolaters worship 
what Idol or false god they list, David will surely 
cleave to this one and alone true God. For in his 
heart shall none sit but thii one God alone, neither 
-will lie admit so much as the shadow of any other to 
be joined with him, and to have fellowship with his 
God. This his God alone will he worship, honour, 
aad serve. This his God altine will he love with all 
bis beart, mind, soul, and with all his powers. This 
bis God alone will he magnify and praise for ever and 
ever. And because he may not once be moved by 
any vain spectacle, and seduced from the honour, 
worship, and service of this God, uato any image* 
service and idolatry, he bath made a sure vow and 
faithful promise, that be will make xko graven image, 
idol, or pappet, but be will only cleave to this bis one

tlialt net slay/' DaWfl hatb earnestly vowed to Ireep 
tliis ; so that he will shed ao ionoeeot blood, hurt bo 
■NIB, seek no inaa's daathi hot fatour and love all 
noBy yea even his very enemm. 

God saitby ** Tboo sbalt coanit no«e adaltery/' 
telennly hath David vowed to observe ihis most 
l^dly preeept : so lliat be wtU be no uneleaB forni- 
eator» ^ot filthy adulterer; bat| to avoid all ttnelean^ 
BOSS, he will eoeple himself with an honest wife and 
faithful yoke-fellow in holy wedlock, which is hon- 
ourable aoieng all meni and bed ondefiled ; to her 
Alone will he cleave, and for her sake refuse all 
other women, be they never so beantifal, fair, proper, 
delicate, tall, eloquent, rich, worshipfal, hononrable, 
Doble,&e.; loving bet as his own flesh, yea as Christ 
loved the congregation. 

Moreover, God commaadetb, Mying, '^ Thoa shalt 
do no theft." As for this preeept David faatU ear- 
nestly vowed to keep it ttnto the uttermost. So that 
he will not only not steal, font also bounteonsly give 
U> 80 many as have need of his help. 

Aad whercKBa God saith, ** Thoa shalt apeak no 
false witness against tb)* neighbonr," David hath 
vowed and made a faithful promise that he will 
rather, as charity reqoiretb, '^ cover the multitade of 
siBS," forgive them that offend him, and seek to 
profit all flMn no less than himself. 

Fioally, where God saith, ** Thon shalt not eovet 
thy neighbour's wife, nor honse, nor field," bcr 
David ia fnlly at this point, not once to covet any 
part of his neighbour's goods, but rather to help him 
forward, and to do for him whatsoever lieth in bi# 
power. a Qr 
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These be the commandments of God, and these he 
hath vowed to keep. These vows therefore will lie 
pay unto the Lord, yea and that before all his people, 
that men, seeing the light of his good works, may 
glorify his Father which is in heaven. 

And forasmuch as David is a king, and hath vowed 
unto God to do tbe office of a true king, which is to 
maintain virtue and to ezpulse vice, he will not only 
provide that he himself keep these command mentsr, 
but that all his subjects also keep them, even from 
the highest to the lowest. He will do his diligence 
that there shall no God be worshipped in his kingdom 
among his people but the one and alone true God of 
Israel. Him only shall they honour, worship, praise, 
service and love. Neither shall any graven image be 
suffered to be made in his realm for to obscure and 
blot the glory, of this Almighty God. On the name 
of this God alone shall all his people call, and fly 
unto in their adversity, praise and commend it for 
ever and ever ; neither shall any of them be so bald 
as once to swear unjustly by it. 

The Sabbath-day shall all his subjects sane Hfy. 
They shall not spend it vainly and idly, but virtuously 
and godly, in reading the holy Scriptures, in hearing 
God's word sin^cerely preached, in praying fervently 
unto God, and in such other godly meditations. Their 
superiors shall they honour also with all humility, 
submission, and obedience. They shall kill no man, 
but defend every man in his right, love all men, wish 
well linto them, do for them whatsoever they are able. 
As for fornicatien, adultery, whoredom, or any other 
ttncleanness, they shall commit none, hot every man 
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shall freely be 8a£Pered to ** have his own wife, and 
every woman her own hasbaud/* and so godly lire 
together in chaste and fare matrimony.

THE SIXTH COMMANDMENT. 

** jind surely your blood of your lives will I 
require; at the hand of every beast will I require 
it, and at the hand of man : at the hand of everji 
man^s brother will I require the life of man. Whoso 
^heddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be 
shed: for in the image of God made he man," Gen. 
ix. 5, 6. 

It 18 possible to be guilty of this crime withoal the 
actual perpetration of the faet, which circumstances 
nay pat out of a man's power at the moment when, 
if not so restrained, he would accomplish with his 
hands the wicked purpose of his heart. We read in 
the third chapter of the first epistle of St. Johu, 
** Whoso hateth his brother is a murderer : and ye 
know that no murderer hath eternal life abiding ia 
bim." The very idea of murder is in itself so fearful 
and startling, that assent is at once given to the com- 
foandment; but the evil passiona which commonly 
ItaA to the sin are not so repngnant to human nature ^ 
ratker are they intimately interwoven with.tbfti lua'* 



tore Bince it lost the '* rteage af Go4/' and therefore 
these 'pas9ion8-^--8aeh are enTy, reven^ei malice and 
hatred, — require every antidote that the graee of God 
can apply, lest they lead to the fearful offence de- 
nounced as murder by oar Lord Himself. The first 
mnrderer was incited by envy, and hatred coneeqqent 
on envy, to slay his brother. It is certain that 
hatred soon follows env^y, and that the latter vice 
finds ao easy cN:<^8e into the heart which is naturally 
prone to its admission. Against envy therefore, which 
if not rooted from the heart leads to the gailt of 
murder, the battle must be waged to exterminatioo. 
In almost every position in which man can be platced 
relatively to man, envy' is likely and, if not narrowly 
guarded against, does enter. The selfish man cannot 
bear to see another's enjoy ments^=-especially if that 
other has what he has not, but which he thinks he 
ought to have. In the cultivation of the graces and 
beauties of the Christian the evil passions just men* 
tioned are most effectually opposed. Our bleseed 
Saviour, whilst he eoufirmed the Ten Commaodmente, 
at the same time ettended, exalted, and spiritaalll^ 
Ibetn. The iDJunetiotis of the second table he briefly 
(tomprehended in one sajing ; which saying, though 
it aliVays existed W(^rd for word^ was first applied by 
'bar Saviour to the wholip of our daty towarde our 
neighbour. And if ever there was a saying fdreible, 
comprehensive, and spiritual, it is this, '* Thoa shalt 
love thy Neighbour as thyself.*' Tkia precept i« 
clearly an extension of the letter of the law, ami tUm 
effect of this extension Is too evident to b« iilil«04> 
derstood. 
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The cooDfliatidmeBto of the setoinl table are, with 
ooe txeeption, prehibitory, *< Tbon shalt «#/ eommit 
adaltery; Thoa sbalt no^ kill ; Thou shalt »o/ bear 
falM wituees ; Thon shalt not eofet.'* The y forbid 
IS to iojore our neighboor, bat they do not in eipreos 
terna eajoinns to do him good. Nov there are many 
who are contented with obaerving a lavr to the letter; 
and if onr Savioar had left the letter of the deealogae 
without interpretation, there is no doubt that many 
woald haire thought soffieieat to abaiain from adai- 
tery« from mutrdtr, from stealing, from bearing false 
witness, from coveting, whilst they neglected all tbe 
p99Ui9e dntiea of charity as set down expressly in the 
Ikw. Bat oar Savioor has taaght as that poHUve 
daties are implied in the negaUve coromandineata. 
He has taagbc ns not oaly to '« cease to do evil/* bat 
to *' learn to do well,, to seek jndgment, to relieve tbe 
apprcBsed^ to jadge the fatherless, to plead for tbe 
mlow;** or in ooe word, to ** love oor neighboar as 
oaisdves.*' 

Tbe trae soldier of Jeaas,-^be singk-hearted 
Cbiistiaa— who baa habitaally ealtivatod ^/-drnML 
awl •^ ilie fraiu of tbe Spirit,*^ does not reqaiie tbe 
piobibitioa. On the other hand, man, as be is ia 
him s el f, aaclotbed with that armour, alone impervioos 
to tbe shafts of Satan, and withoat <' the sword of the 
Spiril,'' most needs he told, ** Thorn ahalt do ao 



•* MOV the works of the flesh are sMMfeat, which 
Oia Ihes^ Adaltery, forBieatioa» a^ ela a a esss , laa» 
, idolatry, wilchoraft, hatred, vatiOiM, 
, nrrath, strife, sedittoaa, heresies, eavyiagi. 
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nmrderSy drankenness, revellings, and sneh like : «f 
the which I tell yon before, as I huve also told yon 
in time past, that they that do each things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God. Bat the frait of the 
Spirit IB love, joy, peace, longsnffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temperance: against sach 
there is no lav." << Let ns not be desiroas of vain 
glory, provoking one another, envying one another.** 
It 18 evident then that man is not only forbidden 
from envy, hatred, malice and revenge by this com- 
mandment, <*Thon Shalt do no mnrder,** bnt he tt 
enjoined to love, to ** lovift his neighbour as himself.*' 
Whatever real good we wish for ourselves, we must 
wish for our neighbour ako. We must love him, 
support him, defend him, treat him tenderly as part 
of ourselves. And as the self-love of the Cbrittiaii 
is, in proportion to his ftiitb, directed towards lic«^ 
^enly and invisible things, towards the aoqusitisu of 
eternal happiness, it follows as a necessary coase* 
quoice, that the Cbrisliaii*s charity mil havercfereBea 
to his neighbour's eiemmi bappiaeas. He will c«b- 
nder him, not as a beiag who is to eat and driak aad 
^ to-aorrow« Wt as aa heir like buBself of li^ 
aM^rtalitj, aad re d ee m e d by Ike eve sa cr l ice of 
xArtsI*

Oo the death of the Qiieeo, each of the three 
partiesy iDto which the coantry vras dirided, took 
aetive neaos for iagratiating ihemBeWeu into the 
fevoor, and eiideavooriog to wia the sapport, of 
Iwr saceesaor, James I. Each seat ambassadors to 
the Seotch coart, to assure his Ma/esty of their 
ikitJifa] and loyal obedience ; and to beg him to lend 
kia royal ear to the consideratioo of their different 
eUflM. The hopes of the Paritaas were fonnded, 
aa we have already said, on the fact of bis baring 
[ cdacated in their own principles* The Papists 
bin of his Mother'a prayers, thai he night 
be as a raler aJl they wished. Both were bowerer 
dnappaiated, for on the arrival of Br. Neville, the 
Archbishap's aseasengcr, James at once declared his 
inteartian to support the Reformed Clrnrch of England 
as it was tben established. The anger and disap- 
it af the papists vcated itself in a coospiraej, 
speedily crashed : while the ParitaBS va- 
wved mmtct moce the eanteatioaa which iiad been 
aimsalhafird, by exertiBsr theattdvea la get memhcfa 
•f their mmm party into the new Pu-finaMnt, and pre* 
: ta the Inag a petition, said ta he sigaed hy 
thaagh the aaaiber af aigaatnrea 
iv ahart af thin ; in vhidi they prnjeA 

thaChnich, and affered «• pcwve hav 
r ca Scriptnie weiv the thMs af whidi 
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they comp1aiDed» if bis Majesty woald either coin*^ 
mand a discussion in writing of the disputed points, 
or woald sammon a Conference of the learned men on 
both sides. James complted with their request} 
though both Universities represented to hia in the 
Strongest manner how insnfferable it was that a few 
disci^ntented spirits shoald be thos aUowed to disturb 
the peace, and endeavour to alter the regularly es- 
tablished government of (he Church. He was anxioiM 
to soothe and conciliate men who formed a large and 
influential party among his new subjects, and to give 
them the advantage of at least pleading their own* 
eanse» and obtaining a fair hearing ; the proposed 
conference therefore met before the Privy Council »t 
Hampton Courts the King himself actbig as Moderator. 
The greater part of the Bishops and some other 
dignitaries of the Church were present on one sidci 
and OB the other four of the Puritan Clergy appearcA, 
as representatives of the petitioners: of these four 
Dr. Reynolds appears to have been the principal 
spokesman* The Conference lasted three days. The 
first was spent la discossion betweca the King and 
the Bishops on some points with reference to which 
the former did not feel ^uitc satisfied. On the 
second day the Puritan representatives were called in^ 
nnd desired to state their grievanceSy which they did 
accordingly, bringing forward a few very frivolous 
objections to some of the ceremonies of the Chorob :• 
the principfal of which were the ring in marricrge, the 
sign of the Gross in Bnptisiilf and the oee of the 
surplice, which latter they declared to be abaolotAy 
heathenish, as it waa a garment wora by the pviectt<

•f I«8, Tbey wished abo te take tli« power of Qm^ 
firmatioB oalof the haods ol tb^ Biahope, and to fife 
each Minister a right to Coafiroi hie own pariehioaeiw : 
this was BO elearly a blow aiflfeed at the Episcopal 
power, that James at oaee informed them nothing was 
farther from his atteotiou than to talte from the 
Bishops what they had so long possessed, and reminded 
them of his favonrite aphorisTo, * No Bishop, no 
fLmgm* The other g^ievanees of which they com* 
plaioed were more worthy of oonsideration, the want 
of able Ministers, and of a new translation of the 
Bible. The fprmer they were told was one which 
nnstbe very gradaally sapplied, the Uuiwrsi ties pro- 
viding fit men but slowly at present^ and ye|t aiordif^ 
more Clergy than the realm did maintenam;e« The 
latter was joyfully acceeded to, for this wss a desi*- 
deratam anWarsally felt^and forty. soTen of the most 
learned toeu England coald pirodnce were immediately 
employed in this great oodertaking, among whom 
ware Reynolds aad another of the Ministers who had 
been present at the Conference. Some other points 
were also conceded to this party, sack as the abolitloi 
of escommnnicatioD, as it was then nsed, add ez- 
poaging a few objectionable words and sentences from 
the Liturgy.

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE, 

China Mission. — Mr. Smith tdsited hy Leang Afa^ 
and hi» Son A^iuhi 

Oet 29— Leang Afa, the Evungelist, called to in* 
trodace to me his son A-tah, a smart, intelligent, and 
l^ighly-edncated yoang man*. Afa sc^id.^ with eviden 
feeling-^in reply to ''the expression of my hope that 
bo might have many sooJs for his hire; and thut they, 
the fint-fmlts of the Gospel in China, were in a 
peeoliar manner chosen ont from the 'masses of snr- 
foonding heathenism — * if foreign Christianfl hud such 
lofeof soals as taeoQi.e^to pieach the Gospel to ^e 
Chinese, who bated them, how mneh more on^bt he, 
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^ The task of the biographer of Whirgift is almost 
ended: little now remains to be added to these 
Sketches save a brief account of his last hoars. He 
bad now reached his seventy-third year, and bis 
health had been for some time failing, when oii 
Snnday the twenty'^siith of July he was seized witb 
a fit of paralysis, which terminated his life three days 
afterwards* Daring his illness he was aloiost en* 
tirely speechless ; the only aadible words be ottered 
being an earnest prayer for the Ghnrch, whose iaterests 
ever lay nearest bis heart. The King visited him on 
Tnesday, when the dying Archbishop made some 
unsnccessfal attempts to express by word or writing 
bis last wishes with regard to the governmant of the 
Chnrcb, bat his strength had so far failed hira that 
be could not even hold his pen. James was deeply 
sensible of the loss he would sustain in the death of 
this great man, and told him he prayed for bis life 
as one of the greatest temporal blessings he could 
receive. But to one whose whole lire had been spent 
in the service of God and his Church, to depart and 
be with Christ was far better. 

It is a remarkable fact, that only a few days be* 
fore his last illness he had expressed an earnest wish 
that he might not live to see the meeting of Par- 
iiament« so greatly did he dread the consequences of 
the efforts the Puritans were then making: his desire 
was granted, for on Wednesday this faithful soldier, 
and servant of Christ exchanged the armour of the 
Chorch Militant on earth, for the crown of gold and 
the palm of victory of the Chnreh Triumphant in 
Leaven. He had fought, the good fij^bt, he had 



iuiisbed his coarse, and the hour was cone when the 
wmrrior migbt lay down his arms, and iho pilgrini bit 
■taff, to cater into the joy of his Lord. The ▲cell* 
kiahop was bnried at Croydon, and two of his former 
pi^kilS) the lords Worcester and Zooch, acted as ehief 
monrners, while a third. Dr. Babbtngton, Bisbop of 
Worcester, preached his faneral sermon on the wordSf 
** Jehoiada waxed old, and was full of daya; •••••• and 

they buried him in the city of David, becaase he had 
done good in Israel, b«»tb towards God and towards 
his boose." (2 Cbrun. ixiv, 15, 16.) 

The character of Archbishop Whitgift has beea 
already sufficiently displayed in these pages to make 
farther' remarks open it almoat needless. The criti* 
cisms passed oa his conduct and moti?es by posterity 
have t(io often been unjustifiably severe: those who 
aecose him of acting in the spirit of bigotry and 
persecBtion entirely forget that he lived in days when 
the light of Christian trnth had but lately dawned 
apon a world for ages sook in the gross darkness 
of papal ignorance, and that the tolerant and con* 
cillating spirit of the gospel was as yet but little 
understood. It was the- firm opinion too of the greatest 
Statesmen of the age that nuiformity in religion was 
absolutely necessary to the sapport of the governmeal, 
and that therefore toleration could not safely be 
granted to seotaries ; and the proceedings. of the High 
Commission in silencing those among the Clergy who^ 
from feelings of dissatisfaction with the forms of the 
Chnreh, did their utmost to. infuse into their con** 
gregations a spirit of iiisabordiuation, was but the 
acting out of this principle. Nor was it for many years

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SHORT SERMON. 

^' Love not the world, neither the tkinge that are 
t» the worlds If any mf» love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in htm;' &c, 2 John i. 15—17. 

My text reminds ns of a fleeting world and an 
endaring Christian. What a contrast ! Let os con- 
iider both. May God bless the consideration to our 
•ouls. « Love not the world," ftc. First, the fleet- 
ing world: Here is an authoritative command issaed 
from the court of heaven. To whom is it given ? 
Originally to the '* little children," whose sins were 
t«rgiven for Chrijst's sake, v.-ho had known the Father: 
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to the ** yonng men," who bad overcome the Wicked 
Ooe, who were strong, because the word of God 
ajbode in them : to <' the fathers," who had koowu 
him that was from the beginDing. Bat these little 
childreD, young men, and fathers, have slept their 
sleep, have returned with singing unto Zion, and are 
filled with the fulness of God. Still, the command 
stands on sacred record, and we are in the land of 
the living: we pr&fess to have overcome the world. 
Whether we have or not, the word to us is, *' Love 
not the world, nor the things that are in the world.'* 
What then is the world ? Not the material werkl, 
the visible creation. When God made the world, he 
pronounced it good ; as it came out of his infinitely 
holy hands it was good : but tlie introduction of sin 
into the world marred its beauty, defaced its love- 
liness, turned the garden of Eden into a desolate 
wilderness, a blooming Paradise into a howling 
desert. But although by reason of sin the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
even until now, still the world which we inhabit is 
a beautiful world. The visible heavens declare the 
glory of Go^, and the firmament sheweth his handy 
work; the eaith and all its wonders display his 
wisdom. But the world is fallen from rts pristine 
dignity, and lies under the curse of original sin — 
" Cursed is the ground for thy sake." The world is 
the present evil world, from which the Son of God 
came to deliver us. We know, says St. John, *' that 
the whole world lieth in wickedness/* Because of 
the wicked inhabitants of it it is a kind of AceMama 
— a field of blood. The heavens, in consequence <rt* 
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Adam's trans^ressioo, will aoon pa98 avray with a 
great noise, and the elements melt with fertent heat : 
the earth also, and the thin|^f that are therein, will 
be burot op. If we wish to know what is the world, 
let ns look into every kingdom , city, town, village, 
throoghoot the world, and what do we see ? Iniquity 
rnnniBg down the streets like water, sins of all des- 
cription abounding, God dishonoured, Christ erocified 
afresh, the Holy Spirit provoked, the world ahased, 
the sonl undone ! This is the world. The man of 
business rises early, and late takes rest, and eats the 
bread of carefulness, from one end of the week to 
the other, he minds what he calls the main chance-^ 
the interests, the profits of time ; God is not in all^ in 
any of his thoughts. The world is set in his heart, 
it is sobstitiited for God,. he bows down to the shrine 
of Mammon, and practically says, ' Thou art my God/ 
This is the world. If however it is the Christian 
Merchant who trades in this world he at the same 
time minds the grand business of eternity : diligent in 
bnsiness he is fervent in spirit, serving the Lord i 
be is intent upon the durable riches of grace, the 
incorraptible crown of glory. To him as well as to 
others, to all and to every one the command is, '^ Love 
not the world, nor the things in it :" let it not be the 
object of your supreme affection, imbibe not its spirit, 
folk)w not its course, imitate not its example, beware 
of its seductions ; its honors are unsatisfying, its en- 
joyments are empty, its riches deceitful, its grandeur 
& shadow, it^ power withering. Commit no longer 
the two evils* which spring from a fallen nature-^ 
'<>»»tkc not the fountain of living waters, hew not out 
c 3 
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to yourselves broken cisterns vhieh can hold no 
water. Be not conformed to this world, bat be ye 
transformed by the renewing of yonr mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and perfect, and ac* 
ceptable will of God. Give not to the world the 
approbation of yoar jadgroents, the choice of your 
wills, the love of your hearts. The world has slain 
its ten of thousands. What was the ruin of Lot's 
wife ? The world. What destroyed Judas Yscariot ? 
The world. What was too hard for Deroas? The 
world. What overthrew Simon Magus, Ananias and 
his wife Sapphira ? The world. Remember Lot's 
wife. Judas bare the bag, and betrayed the Soir of 
Man for thirty pieces of silver. Demas hath for- 
saken roe, having loved the present world. Simon 
Magus thonght to purchase the gift of God the 
Holy Ghost for money, and proved that he was in the 
gall of bitterness and bond of iniquity. Ananias 
and Sapphira were struck with instantaneous death 
because they lied to the Holy Ghost. And the world 
will destroy us too unless we escape for our lives, 
are made partakers of the divine nature, having* 
escaped the corrnptions that are in the world through 
lust. 

There are three most important reasons mentioned 
in my text why we should not love the world nor the 
things that are in the world : one is, '< If any man 
love the world, the love of the Father is not in him.*^ 
The friendship of the world is enmity with God. If 
any man will be the friend of the world, he is an 
enemy of God. If any man, whoever he be, whether 
high or low, i-ieh or poor, young or old, barbarl^ii^ 
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Scythian, bond or free, male or female, Jew, Turk, 
Mdel, Heretic, whatever he may think of himself, 
or others may think of him, however high in the 
profession of Christianity, or however far he may 
appear to be advanced in grace, yet, if he love the 
world the love of the Father is not ia him ; that 
love of the Father which is most free in its ezerciee, 
rich in its manifestation, disinterested in its motive, 
constant without change, eternal without end; which 
led him to give the Son of his love for the redemption 
of the world, which chooses, accepts, saves poor sinners 
io and through the Beloved, is not in him, it is not 
manifested to him: how dwelleth the love of God in 
bim? the Father has not come anto him, does not 
make his abode in him : he knows nothing of it, has 
never tasted its sweetness, he has no love to the 
Father, be hates him with perfect hatred, he ia 
enmity itself with him, however he may boast of his 
love to him and acquaintance with him. 

A second reason why we should not love the world 
is, ''All that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
the lust of the eye, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world." These are the 
three grand idols of man, the trinity of idols, — the 
world, the flesh, and the devil. By the lusts of the 
flesh is meant all that our corrupt nature, the old 
roan, the body of sin, the bondage of corruption, the 
carnal mind, the law in our members, the body of sin 
and death, the sin that dwelleth in us Insteth after ; 
such as the abuse of meat, drink, and clothing, the 
inrestrained gratification of natural appetite, the 
werks of darkness which we read of in St» Paal'a 
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thirteenth chapter to th« Romans; what he 8peak« 
of in the latter part of his first chapter in the same 
Epistle, and in the fifth chapter to the Galatlans. 
^* Now the works of the flesh are iDanifest, which are 
theee. Adultery, foriiication, un clearness, lascivions- 
ness/' &c. By the lost of the eye we arc to uader-* 
stand whatever the eye fixes on with iuorditiate 
desire, with supreme delight ; such as leathering gold, 
gorgeous apparel, houses and land, the wine moving 
itself aright, sparkling in the goblet, pomp, grandeur, 
fashions, distinctions. 

By the *' pride of life " we may con»der the pride 
of intellectual powers, the conceit of human learning. 
All these are fostered, and fed, and made use of as 
his engines for the souls' ruin by the god of this 
world, who works by means of them in the hearts of 
the children of disobedience unto death, and by which 
he sadly annoys, hinders, and injures, as much as ill 
him lieth, the children of God. We may #6ee the 
operation of these three deadly enemips of man's soal 
in one person. Witness our first mother Eve, when 
she was SDCcessfnliy tempted to eat the fruit of the 
forbidden tree — that death of all oor bliss, and life 
of all our woe. ** When the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, [here was the lust of the 
flesh,] and that it was pleasant to the eyes, [here was 
the lust of the eye,] and a tree to be desired to make 
one wise, [here was the pride of life,] she took of the 
fruit thereof and did eat," &c. Here was exemplified 
in one person, and we may see it in all Adam's pes* 
terity in their natnral state, the fulfil ling the desires 
of the flesh and of the mind* Now these th'ingi^ 
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these lasts, this pride, is not of tk« Father, but is of 
the world ; they spring frem maa's worldly natare, 
fleshly mindi from the old Adam^ tbe universal apos- 
tasy; they are engendered hy his, they thoroughly 
infect the whole satire of saa through him; his 
disobedieDce impated sate hiu^ th^ are not of the 
Father's producing iter aiUwing, akheogh he permit 
it for wise purposes, which will be developed most 
clearly at last, that sin and aH its woe should burst 
iuto the world like a deluge, and carry away all before 
them, they are not of the Father, but contrary to 
Ms holy nature. What communion hath light with 
(iarkuess ? God ia light, m \kUn is no darkness at 
all* Sin is darkness, erea darkvess which may be 
felt, Ood is of infinitely purer eyes than to behold 
iaiqaity, and chargeth even his angels with folly. .

*' Twill pay my vows unto the Lord be/ore all his 
people," Verse 11. 

(Coutiniied from page 11.) 

As for stealing, bearing of false witness, or covet- 
ing of their neighbour's goods, David, like^a trae 
king, hath vowed and promised so to order and rale 
bia subjects, that none of them all shall fall into 
these vices and enormities. If they do, and will not 
amend, David beareth not the sword in vain, he will 
sorely punish the transgressors. For David bath 
made a vow, and he la earnestly bent to keep it, that 
both he and his people shall unfeignedly observe the 
most holy commandments of God. O that all kings, 
princes, dukes, and rulers, would follow this most 
holy and virtuous king, and straitly look unto the 
observance and true keeping of these vows ! For 
t)^ese are the vows that are accepted before God. 
These are the vows that cast no n^an's soul into th^. 
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dan^^er of everlasting damnation, 'bat rather faelpeth 
forward unto the inheritance of life eternal. These 
are no popisby monkish, saperstitioos, and pharisaicai 
Vows, invented of the idle brains of men ; bat puroi 
^ly, wholesome, and Christian vows, which so 
many as hope to be saved ought straitly to observe 
and keep, yea to perform them nnto the attermost of 
their power. 

Thas see we what the vows are that David will 
pay unto the Lord before all his people for his bene* 
fits, even the fulftlHng of Ood's eommandmentSi and 
doing his office as it becometh a true king. So like^ 
wise must we do, and pay our vows also to the Lord, 
that is to say, keep his holy commandments, forsake 
the world, the devil, and the flesh, with all their 
pomps and pleasures, as we professed at our baptism, 
and every roan Hvq according to his vocation and 
calling ; as for example, — Let theib that bear office^ 
aathority, role, and power in the commonweal, punish 
the evil, maintain the good, accept no person in jadg* 
went, allow no false accusation, shed no innocent 
blood, hear the small so well as the great, set forth 
God's glory, promote his holy word, and in all things 
seek the profit of the commonweal. 

Let the subjects be faithful, true, and obedient to 
their princes and higher powers^ 

Let the Bishop and Priests that be called unto 
the office of preaching *' take heed to themselves and 
to all the flock, In the which the Holy Ghost hath 
appointed them overseers to feed the congregation of 
God." Let them *< feed Christ's flock so much as 
iieth in their power, and take the oversight of them, 
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Dot as thoagh tbey were compelled, but williogly; 
not for the desire of filthy lucre, bat of a good iniod ; 
not as lords over the parishes, bat to be an exaoiple 
twto the flock/' Let thean» ''cast avay angodly and 
old wives' fables," and ** be anto them that believe an 
example in the word, in conversation, in love, in 
spirit, in faith, in pnreness." Let them *^ give at- 
tendance unto reading, to exhortation, to doctrine*** 
Let them study to shew themselves '* to God laudable^ 
which need not to be ashamed." 

Let the hasbands love their wives as their own 
bodies, and be not bitter, churlish, or unkind unto 
them, bat ** give honour nnto them as unto the weaker 
vessels^ and fellow heirs with them of the grace of 
life." 

Likewise let the " wives be in subjection to tbeir 
husbands, as unto the Lord/' in all things, and so 
behave themselves as it becometh women of an honest 
and godly conversation. *' Let them array them* 
selves in comely apparel, with shame facedness and 
discreet behaviour; not with braided hair, or gold^ 
or pearl, or costly array, but with such as it becometh 
women that profess godliness through good works/' 
Let the *^ inward man of the heart be uncorrupt, with 
a, meek and quiet spirit, which before God is much 
set by. For after this manner in the old time did 
the holy women which trusted in God tire themselves, 
and were obedient to their husbands ; even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, and called him lord, whose dangh* 
ters the wives are so long as they do well, not being 
afraid for any trouble/' 

Let <* fathers not rate their children^ lest they be 



of a ilesperate mUid, kit bring Ihem «p in the DUrtara 
and iaibriiialMii of the Lord/' 

Lefc the ** dUldren alto obey their parents tn all 
things; for that is well pleasing nalo the Lord.** 

Let '^ masters do vnto their senrante that which is 
jost and eqaal, patting away threateaingSi and Icnow 
also that tliey have a master in hearen, with whom 
there is no respect of persons/' 

Let the ^'servaitts again be obedient ante their 
bodily masters in all things^ with fear and trembling, 
in singleness of heart, as mto Christ ; not with ser* 
vieo only in tlie eyesight, as men pioasers, hot as the 
servants of Christ, doing the will of Ood from the 
heart with good will. Let them thinic that they 
serve the Lord and not men, and let them be sure 
that whatsoever good a man doeth, he shall receive 
it again of the Lord, whether he be bond or free/' 

To eoDolade, let every one among «s do oar doty, 
aad live according to the vocation wherennto God 
hath called us. So shall it come to paes that we 
aball not walk an worthy the kindness of God : so 
sbaH we truly pay oar vows onto the Lord : so shall 
we fatthfuUy perform that wbioh we heretofore pro* 
aused in Isaptism : so shall we daily more and more 
uertase ia the love of God, and taste more plen* 
ieoosly of hia bonnteons gifts. 

Bat it is to be noted, that David sattb, '* Before 
idl his people/' This is none other thing bat that 
whieh Christ commandeth in the fifth chapter of 
the gospel of St. * Matthew, saying, ** Let year 
light so shine before men, that they may see your 
•good works, and glorify yoor Father which is la 
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beaven*" A Christian man is tbe light of the world v 
therefore onght he in all his acts to shine with the 
light of godly oonversatioQ before all men, that other 
by his true godliness may be moved to follow his* 
good workSf and praise the heavenly Father which 
worketb so mightily in hts ehildren, onto his exceed- 
ing great glory, and the utter confusion of Satan« 
<' Be ye blameless/' saith 8t. Paul, *' and snch a8> 
BO man can complain of yoo, pure, and the children 
of God withoat rebuke in- the midst of the crooked 
and perrerse nation, among whom see that ye shine 
as great lights in the world, holdttrg fast the word of 
life." This onght a Christian man to do, and in all 
points to fashion bis life according to the will of 
God, and not to dissent one jot or tittle frooh tbe 
word of God in all his acts for. no man's plea8ure,.na' 
though it should cost him his life* 

For certain and sure may he be, that is a true and 
faithfal Chmstian man, that if he confesseth Christ 
aright, and live in all points according to the ordi- 
nances of God, rejecting and casting away the dam* 
nable mannera .of the worldlings, he shall surely be 
bated, railed upeuj f vil spoken* of, blasphemed, per- 
secuted, prisoned, and at the last suffer death at the 
tyrants? hands,. except God preserve him ; as we may 
see throughout all the holy Scriptures. *' For the 
servast is not above the master. If they call tbe 
father of the household Beelzebub, how much more 
shall tbey call them so that be of his household V^' 
li Christian men were of tbe world, the world would 
love that which is his : but inasmuch as Christ hatb. 
abosen. them from the world,, therefore tbe weiid.

LUTHER AND THE REFORMATION. 

To overthrow a system of tyranny long enforoedV- 
Sttd skilfally maintained — to nnrivet ehains that for 
eenCnries have bid defiance to every effort — to offer 
freedom to the enslavedi and restorattion to the de** 
graded^ is a work at once aoble and ardaons in Or 
high degree. Bat to emancipate the soal from the 
galling yoke of tpiritaal despotism, and to annihilate 
that mental thraldom — which lowers the immortal 
^nto£ man iato a- state of degraded apathy, wbieb* 
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aliBost levels bim to the seale of the beasts that 
pefish— is a far nobler, as it is a more important 
work. 

Such a work was the Reformation of the sixteenth- 
Century, originated and carried on throogh every 
obstacle by one daring spirit, who had been awakened 
to the sense of that mental slavery which others had 
heretofore endured till they had ceased to feel the 
yoke. Such a revolution was not the work of a 
moment ; it was the gradual concentration of those 
few rays of light that had illumined the almost chaotic 
darkness of the spiritual world : it was not the mere 
temporary sensation caused by the bold attacks of an 
obsenre Monk, in a country little esteemed by its 
more brilliant neighbours — it was a trumpet sound 
that awakened an answering note in every nation of 
Europe, and, giving the signal for universal revolt, 
laughed at the thunders of the Tatican, and ceased 
not till its end was accomplished, in the undermining 
of the whole fabric of papal tyranny and oppression, 
and the restoration of civil and religious liberty to 
nn enslaved and enfeebled world ! 

Many were the circumstances which combined to 
facilitate this Revolntion — ^men were beginning to 
awake from the long sleep of semi-barbarisn, in 
which they had been plunged, and a spirit of enquiry 
and intellectual life-^fatal to the int^resls of the 
papaey-*>had sprung up. Henry the Eighth in Eng*- 
land, and Frapcis the First in France, both shewed 
themselves patrons of refinement and learning ; end 
in Germany itself Frederick of Sax^^ny shone 9» eiio 
t>f the brightest onameata of the ag9f promoting ia

ererj way whatever might tend to the advaaeement 
and increased civilation of bis sabjecte : while oo the 
other haady the excesses and schisins of the Coart of 
Rome bad shaken meo*s confidence in its infallibility, 
and weakened their belief ia its sanctity ; and its 
authority coatinaed daily to lessen in the eyes of 
many of its vassalsi when, in 1516, Leo the Tentli< 
opened the flood-gates of the tide of its fatare rainr 
by publishing his famous ball to authorise the sale of 
plenary indulgences tbronghout the world! No 
power coold have filled the Pontifical throne by 
whom the Reformation was so little likely to be 
seriously impeded as by Leo* Sprung from the noble 
family of Medici, and inheriting to the full their 
passion for magnificencey literature, and refinement, 
his office as Head of the Church was merged in that 
of the temporal Potentate of Italy ; and it was not 
until opposition on his part was too late, that he 
could be indoced by his Cardinals to take any de* 
dsiTC step against the promuli>atiou of Luther's 
cj)inion8> Under suah a prince abuses might be 
expected to abound. The sale of indulgences pro- 
ceeded rapidly: a Doninicaa Monk of the name of 
Tetael was appointed to distribute them ia Germany^ 
and crime begau daily to increase ia consequence } 
when LuTHBa first appeared oti Ibc field to oppose 
the iniquitous merchandize. 

#Born at Eisleben^ in 146a^ of hamble parcota, 
Martio Luther early gave prombe of the greatness he 
was afterwards to attain, and was always remarI<A^le 
te Ilia thirst for knowledge^ and determined perse- 
verance in his studies. At the age of fourteen he 
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was entered at the College of Magdeburg, where he 
suffered great hardships from his extreme poyerty^ 
and the following year removed to Eisenach, where he 
foond a kind friend in the Bafgomaster of llefieldi^ 
80 that he was enabled to give up the idea he had 
been forced to entertain, of obtaining his livelihood 
by meaDa of manual labour, and devoted himself 
afresh to his studies, which he pursued with greater 
avidity than before. 

In 1501 he entered the Uuiversity of Erfurt, then 
the most celebrrated in Germany, where be plunged 
deeply into scholastic and classic learning, and early 
dbtained his degree ar Bachelor of Arts. But intense 
application was undermining his health, and he was 
shortly after attacked by a severe illness^ which 
brought him to the borders of the grave. Daring 
this indisposition, he began earnestly to study the 
Bible — a Latin copy of which he had discovered in 
the Library bejonging to the University, — and as he 
read, and re-read it, the truths he found there, com** 
bined with his sickness, and the spiritual conversation 
of an old priest named Mathesius, who constantly 
▼isited him, left a permanent impression on hie mind* 
After his recovery he resumed his studies, and in 
1505 was made Master of Arts^ or as it was then 
called, ]>octor of Philosophy, and began to lectare 
in physics, Aristotle's ethics, and olher branehes of 
philosophy, intending to prepare himself for the La% 
agreeably to the wishes of his father, who thought 
bis talents suited for that profession. But God had 
other work for him ; religious impressions which hia- 
iHness had left on his mind gained strength^ and be- 
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began to turn his tboaghts seriously towards the 
priesthood ; and being one day overtaken and moch 
alarmed by a thonderstorm, he made a solemn vow, 
that if God would deliver him from the danger which 
threatened him, he would retire from the world, and 
devote himself entirely to Him. 

With this determination he bade farewell to his 
companions at firfort, and obtained his admission 
iDto a Monastery of Augustin Friars, in spite of the 
earnest opposition of his friends, and the great dis- 
pleasure of his father, who looked* upon the step he 
had taken as preparatory to a life of sloth and idle-* 
nessy and the death-blow to all his loiig-cherished 
hopes for the advancement and greatness of his Son, 
In the Monastery Luther was engaged in the most 
humiliating offices by the Monks, who thus wished 
to divert his attention from his studies, and put a 
stop to a learning, which they thought could bring no 
credit either upon themselves or their establishment,, 
,ao that he was even forced to traverse the streets of 
Erfurt, begging for the convent from house to house. 
But so anxiously had he sought a convent life, and 
so fully was he persuaded of the sanctity to be at- 
tained there, that the ardent and learned Doctor of 
Erfurt was content to lay aside his books, and submit 
to the most degrading employments — to lay op as he 
hoped such a store of good works as he vainly believed 
night obtain his acceptance ifith that God iii whose 
4l|ht our righteousness is as filthy rags.

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CONVERSION OF A TAMUL POET IN INDIA. 

The earliest Christian Missions in India were those 
established in the seventeenth Century by the Danes 
on the Citromandel coast. They were carried on by 
men of deep piety and unwearied zeal, and the fol- 
lowing account of the success which attended their 
labours in one remakable iastaace will be interesting 
to our readers. 

in the year 1709 the Missionaries were greatly 
encouraged by the conversion of a celebrated Taranl 
Poet, nanaed Kanabadi Yathiai, about 24 years of 
age ; the eldest son of a teacher under whom Mk 
Ziegenbalg had studied TamuU The young roan had 
been in the service of the Missionaries almost from 
the period of their arrival, and had proved very useful 
in procnring for them native works, and teaching 
them to read the Tamul poems. They employed him 
also to translate their Catechism and other works, 
some of them refuting the idolatries of the country, , 
and otiiers inculcating the Christian religion* By 
these means light dawned upon the young man's 
mind, and he soon began to feel disturbed by ap- 
prehensions of the truth of Christianity. But alarmed 
at his growing convictions, his imagination was in* 
cessently forging objections against the truth, and 
this year he wrote a letter, addressed {to the meet 
learned men of Germany, desiring their answers to no 
less than six hundred and eight questions upon di*' 
vinity and philosophy* These M. Ziegenbalg trans* 
lated and sent to Europe; but without any hope, 
he remarked, that his disciple would ever be induced 



cordially to embrace oor holy religieoy * seeing that 
he was too much iaflaenced by the suggestions of his 
own corrupt reasoe, which is apt to cast mists before 
people's eyes, aad, when it gets the SHray, toadolierata 
the simplicity of Christian faith and practiee. Uot 
tbe Lord hath gi?en oie a check to this my aabelief, 
the yooog man being now tooched in a lively manner 
by the operatation of God's holy Spirit » and resolved 
to give himself up to the conduct of a better Master/ 
The Missionaries now employed him daily in one of 
their schools; and, while thus engaged, he turned 
their Catechism and the History of Christ into Tamal 
verse, which according to the native custom with 
their poets, he would sing with the duldrea, in the 
cool of the eveiuug, upon Ihe hoase-top. While,, 
however, he delighted to substitute Christian themes 
la bis poems for the legends of the Hindoo gods, he 
bad yet to contend with the sophistries of reason. 
Bat of these tbe Missionaries took little notice, 
while endeavouring, by seasonable instruction, to 
cherish the spark of divine life, which seeaied to be 
beginning to break forth through tbe mists <»f nume- 
rous prejudices, and gradually dispersed the clouds 
that darkened hi9 understanding. 

At length he freely unbosomed himself to his 
teachers to the following effect, * I have read all 
along the books both of the Tamulians and the Ma* 
homedane, and left none unperused that came into 
tty hands ; 1 have also publicly taught them in my 
lehool ; but after all my search for trntb I am obliged 
to confess that I never found any solid rest and satis- 
faction in these books. 1 am moreover convinced 
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that they contain nothing bat falsehood, together with 
strange and con fused notions. Bat after that I began 
to apply mpself to the reading of Christian books I 
met indeed with things that did much perplex and 
alarm me; though, as for the fundamental principles, 
I found them in the main so strong and prevailing, 
that I was constrained at last to yield to the con- 
viction they produced, and to own this to be the only 
true and saving religion in the world, I have not 
been easy, even at night, nor would my thoughts 
suffer me to sleep quietly, antil matters were brooght 
to this pass. I have for this purpose already got the 
Catechism by heart, and given diligent attention 
whenever it was expounded by you/ 

He then requested of the Missionaries some farther 
instruction and advice. They were greatly rejoiced 
to hear him thus freely give vent to the deep and 
effectual conviction silently wought within him ; and 
they immediately explained to him the nature of 
prayer, of repentance, of a living faith, and such 
Cither points of doctrine as were suitable to his present 
state of mind. After this he gave daily more manifest 
proofs of a principle of grace operating within, which 
brought him at last to an entire determination to es- 
IK)us» the cause of Christ. 

The rumour of his conversion was soon spread 
abroad ; and, as the young man was held in great es* 
timet ion for his poetic talents, a strong sensation was 
produced in the country, and a general effort made 
by the Heathen to retain him. They began to reason 
among themselves, that if such a man were converted, 
there was great cause to fear lest, by the influence of 
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bis example as well as by his abilities, he shoold id- 
does inaDy others to forsake the Brahmins and their 
idols. Therefore, to tarn him from his parpose, they 
first tried the effect of violence and threats, openly 
iosalting him.. wherever he went. His parents also 
persecoted him with great vehemence, keeping him io 
close coofinemeot for three days withoot food. After 
this his friends and neighboars endeavonred to carry 
Ud off by force to a heathen festival. 

He Dov retired to the house of a Christian widoir, 
where be remained qaietly meditating on the word of 
God, until after two days his parents discovered the 
place of his concealment, and breaking in upon him, 
threatened him with death if he persevered in his 
Ksolation : the mother was actually provided with a 
dose of poison for the purpose. Their menaces fail- 
ing, they altered their tone, and, throwing themselves 
tt his feet^ conjured him, with tears and loud kmen- 
tatiOBs, not to disgrace his family, of which he was 
the hoBoar and support. He was their only son. 
Hofed by thb appeal to his feelings, he went home 
vith them ; but he resisted their endeavours to detain 
hia, and soon returned to the Missionaries, accom- 
ptaied by lib father, who implored them to dismiss 
him from their service. They replied that he was 
at liberty to go if he wished ; but he declared that 
he had ao such wish, and solemnly admonished his 
^ther to cease fighting against God. Upon this the 
^ man left him in great indignation, and soon re- 
tnrsed with above two hundred men, and forced him 
«way. Bat he withstood all their efforts to eompel 
him to abjure the reUgion of Christ, telling them that 
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he was willing to forswear what was had, not what 
was good. 

Escaping from them agaia, be retarned to the 
Missionaries, and entreated them to haptize him with- 
out further delay, lest the people should comhine to 
prevent it. The day was soon fixed, and the Mis- 
sionaries proposed to perform the service in private, 
in consequence of the {leople's threat to carry htm off 
hefore it was concluded ; hut to this he would by no 
means consent. Instead of desiring any concealment, 
he wrote to some of his frieiuis, apprising tbem of 
what he was about to do, and explaining his reasons 
for taking' this decisive step. On the receipt of his 
letter they went to the Goveroer of Tranquehar, en- 
treating him to prevent the young man's baptism : 
and upon his refusal to interfere, they threatened to 
leave the place, and break off all intercourse with him 
and his people : hut he knew that they understood 
their own interest too well to execute their threat. 

The Missionaries again set before their disciple his 
imminent danger ; htit be remained immovable, saying 
that he was ready to suffer with his teachers even onto 
death for the truth's sake : that he knew not why he 
should refuse to bear affliction and reproaches, since 
the Apostles/ and even Christ hisaself had so cheerfully 
suffered. The Missionaries were satisfied ; and re*> 
joidng in his bold confession, they received him into 
theChnrch. 

His countrymen were now more farious than evffr 
against him, and endeavovred to frighten the Go* 
Ternor into a compliance with their wish to have him 
.delivered ap to them ; hut they received only a sharp 
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rAake for their threato. They then sent to the 
oeDTert the most Baitering proinises if he would re- 
ton to them, threatciiiDg at the same time to bnrn 
hin afive if be rejected their proposals; but hoth 
their menace and their promises were without avail. 
Sone time after he was seized with a dangerous sick- 
nese, and there was reasoi to suspect that poison had 
been secretly administered to him. From this he 
recoyered ; but whenever he ventured out the Heathen 
followed him with expressioins of derision and scorn. 
And he met with little better treatment from the 
Danes ; for though the Governor felt obliged, by his 
last orders from home, to throw over him -the shield 
of his protection, yet ndther he nor the other Ea- 
rapeansi showed him any favour. The Missionaries 
•and native Christians were his only friends. Thus 
generally despised where he had formerly been hon- 
oured, his spirit at length gave way, and he became 
sad. A Jesuit at Tranquebar, observing his dejection,' 
recommended him to retire to a French station on the 
coast, probably Pondicherry. Not aware of the roan's 
design to entrap him in the snares of Rome, he took 
his advice, and left him, with flattering promises, and 
letters of recommendation to the Jesuits at the place 
whether he was going. As soon as his departure 
became known it occasioned as mach joy to the ene- 
mies of the Mission among the Danes, as grief to the 
Missionaries. Ziegenbalg wrote to him, persuading 
him to return to his duty, and received an answer 
filled with expressions of tenderness and gratitude : 
at the same time he confessed that it was the treat- 
ment he had received from Christians which drove 
him from Tranquebar. 
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He soon saw enough however of the Jesuits ; and, 
escaping from the jeopardy of his soul among them, 
he returned to Tranquebar, where he found the storm 
had subsided, and he soon became a useful servant to 
the Mission. He was appointed master of the Tamul 
School, which made good progress under his care; 
and the Natives now left him to pursue his work 
without further molestation. 

The circumstances here detailed will serve to show 
what the first converts under the faithful preaching 
of Christianity in India had sometimes to contend 
with. It was a hard struggle between nature and 
grace : bat the Missionaries committed all their dis* 
ciples to Him who judgeth righteously. They knew 
that the doctrines which they inculcated must, 
through the Spirit of God, ultimately prevail, and 
they patiently abided the result. And often, as in 
the present instance, they did not believe in vain. — 
Hough^s Christianity in India.

A tbird reason for not loving tfie world is, *' The 
world passeth away, and the lasts thereof.*' The 
present scene will soon be no more. Like a scene 
on the stage, a dream after one awaketh, a tale that 
is told ; so the world disappears. It is constantly 
passing, it will soon pass away. And let it pass 
away, provided we hare an imperishable inheritance 
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of glory beyond it, an eternal home above, a boose 
not made with handsy eternal in the heavens. Lift op 
yonr eyes to the heavens, and look npon the earth 
beneath; for the heavens shall vanish away like 
smoke, and the earth shall wax old like a garment, 
and they that dwell therein shall die in like manner, 
bot my salvation, says God, shall be for ever, and 
my righteousness shall not be abolished. The world 
passeth away— one generation passeth and another 
Cometh^ but the earth abideth a short time. And the 
losts thereof-— those who make provision for the flesh 
to fulfil the lusts thereof, shall soon, together with 
their lusts, pass away into intolerable torments, 
where the worm of an accusing conscience never 
dieth, and the fire of hell never is quenehed. The 
time, says the Apostle, " is short ; it remaineth 
therefore, that they that have wives be as though 
they had none, they that buy .as though they bought 
not, they that sell as though they sold not, they that 
use this world as not abusing it ;'* for the fashion, 
the scheme, the shape of this world passeth away.

lasts thereof, be henceforth nnder yonr feet, hearen 
in yonr eye. Seek the Father's love, the Son's righ- 
teonsness, the Spirit's holiness. Thus have we con- 
sidered the fleeting world. 

Let ns next contemplate the enduHng Ckrisiiak* 
He that doeth the will of God abideth for ever. 
What is his will f ** This is the will of God, even 
yonr sanctification, and that ye should abstain from 
fornication, that every man of you should know how 
to possess his vessel in sanctification and honour, net 
in the lusts of concopiscence as the Gentiles who know 
not God." This is the will of the Father, that we 
should honour the Son even as we honour the Father, 
that we should believe in him whom he hath sent, 
that we should love one another, that we should walk 
as he also walked. And where is his will to be found ? 
In his word. The believer doeth the will of God, 
and will abide^ and abideth for even He has done, 
he doeth, he will do his will. This Is his gracious 
habit, his constant employ, bis prevaiHng aim, and 
tea certain degree his praetical attainment.

lor justification or sanctifioation, (as Christ is made 
of God onto him rigbteottsness and sanctification,) 
not that he may merit heaven by wo^ks of , rigbteons*

• bas pmrchased him for heaven; not to secare tbe 
favor of Gody but because he is ini it ; not from legal 
motiveSy bnt from evangelical principles ; be does it 
not withont Snnamerable defects even in bis most holy 
things, (for there is no man that liveth and sinoeth 
not,) bnt as perfectly as he can, deploring bis failings, 
trinmpbing in the rigbteonsness c^ bis 6avionr» ktiow- 
ing that when tbat which is perfect is come, tbat 
which 18 in part shall be done away. He doetb tbe 
will of God from the priDciple of faith working lore, 
working by. love; he is interested in that reviving 
declaration of Jesns, which he uttered in tbe days of 
bis flesh, but which will stand until time shall be no 
more, '< He that doetb tbe will of God, the same is 
my mother, and brother, and sister."

Considering what a bad world that must be which 
crucified the Lord of Glory, and never rested until 
It had kiled the Prince of Life, which is the des- 
truction of innumerable multitudes who have been 
and are its votaries : you roust be dead to the world 
through the knowledge of him who hath called yoa 
to come out from among them, and be separate, aaii 
touch not the unclean thing, with a promise bej^ond.. 
all value— *< 1 will receive yoa, and be a Father nnta 
you, and ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith the.

order, and settet^ every tbtng in hia right place. For 
after lliat he hath made mention of paying his vewa 
anto the Lord, which ia to do aU thinga according to 
the commandment of God, aad not after the fancy of 
<arnal reaaon, nor the jndgmenta of the wise werUr

lings; whereof i» like to ensoe, as we liave heard 
before^ much trouble, yea very deatb» (for tba world 
cannot abide to be rebuked, nor to have his pomp, 
pride, pleasores, glory, hononr, hypocrisy, superstition, 
feigned holiness, pharisaical jastice, glistering righ« 
teonsness, doting invention, fleshly imaginations, good 
intents^ &c. to be reproved, yea and condemned by 
the word of God ;) he now declareth what a dear 
and precious thing the death of saints, that is to say 
of the faithful, is in the sight of the Lord, be it ac- 
counted l)efore the world of never so great ignominy, 
despite, reproach, and sharo^. And this doth he to 
enconrage men to pay their vows unto the Lord, that 
is to say, to be earnest in the word of God, to seek 
the promotion of his glory, and to walk tnnocently 
before the eyes of his divine Majesty, though all the 
world, yea very hell, should be wild and rise up 
against us. <* Precious, (saith he,) in the sight of 
the Lord is the death of his saints." 

It is to be noted, that he calleth not the death of 
the wicked precious in the sight of the Lord, but the 
death of saints, yea, and that not popish, but God's 
saints. << Predous, (saith he,) in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of his saints." 

As for the wicked, so long as they live in this 
world, they live more to their heart's ease, and have 
all things more plenteonsly at their own pleasure con- 
cerning temporal matters than the true Christian men 
and faithful saints of God have ; insomuch that, aa 
we read in divers places of the holy Scriptures, tho 
godly many times complain unto God of the pros* 
perous estate of the wicked, and seem almost to 



iCMse God of norii^hteoaraets, Meiog the enenniM of 
God pnoeper so well, and have good laek io all thiogi, 
and they again whieh most entirely favour God^s 
word and seek his glory, are moat miserably opf^ressed, 
slandered, perseeated, imprisoned, and ready to be 
slain at all hoars. 

For, as the psalmograph saith, '< The nngodly hath 
Che overhand and the |K>or is brent. The sinner is 
praised in following the lusts of his heart, and the 
wicked is blessed and made mneb of.** ** My feet 
were almost gone," saith David, ** my treadings had 
sigh slipped. For I was sore grieved at the wicked 
to see the ungodly in soeh prosperity. For they are 
in no peril of death, bnt stand fast like a palace. 
They come in no misfortune like other folk, neither 
are tiiey plagued like other men. And this is the 
eaneethat they are so puffed in pride, and over* 
whelmed with cruelty and unrighteonsnese. Their 
eyes swell for fatne^, they do even what they list, 
corrupt are they, and speak blasphenaies maliciously : 
proad and presumptuous are their words. They 
Btreteh forth their mouth unto heaven, and their 
tODgoe goeth through the world ; therefore the people 
^U unto them, and thereout suck they no small ad- 
vantage. Tush, say they, how shall God perceive it % 
is there knowledge in the Most Highest? Lo, these 
are the ungodly, these prosper in the world ; these 
We riches in possession." These have sons that 
grow up as young plants. These have minion and 
trim daughters, garnished round about even like unto 
* gorgeous temple. These have their garners full 
and plenteous with all manner of store. These have 
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Bbeep that bring fortb tboosands and boiitkred tli«ii« 
sands in their pastures and fields. These have fat 
OKeo' that are strong to labour. To be short, tbese 
liaT6 no aiischanee, no deeav, no trouble, no aoise^ 
no complaining in their streets that should grieve 
tbcm. 

Jeremy alsosaith, ** O Lord, thou art more rigb« 
teons than that I should dispute with thee ; never-* 
theless let me talk with thee in things reasonable. 
How happeneth it that the way of the ungodly is so 
prosperous, and that it goeth so well with them whicb 
without any shame offend and live in wickedness I 
Thou plaatest them : they tnke root, they grow, and 
bring forth fmit.'" They boast maeh of thee, yet 
dost tbou not punish them. 

Thus see we how the ungodly, like fat beasts, 
wallow and tumble themselves in all kind of pleasures, 
neither want they any thing in this world that their 
hearts can desire, yea they have more prosperity than 
they can away withal ; yet are the godly and saints 
of the Lord oppressed with all misery, leading a life 
in 'great calamity and wretchedness, more than any 
creatures in the world. But yet behold the end of 
the? wicked ; for <' suddenly they do consume, perish, 
and come to nought.'' 

The psalmograph saith, *< The death of the wicked 
sinners is very evil." Again, The unrighteous man 
shall receive his plagues and punishments when he 
dieth. 

But let us behold these things in a pure mirror,, by 
rehearsing certain histories. How triumphed the 
wicked king Pharaoh apon the Israelites, 6od*s 



peoplA 1 Hair UtUe regarded he the ternoM tpokeot. 
ftod the miracles wroaght by the eenreott of Oodp 
Hoiea and Aaroo, through the dUiae Spirit ! Hov 
cootiooed he to persecote the peopie of God e?ea 
VDto the very boar of hie death ! Jlat beboU the 
end. When he was most puffed up io his pride, and 
most bent to do mischief, hoer did Ood trap him ia 
hiaovn wiliness, and eren broaght that npon his oirn 
bead that he intended to bring npoa other ! Did not 
God marvellonsly drown him with all his wielced 
army, and preserve his people by that means I Bat- 
wliat was that temporal death in comparison to the 
death eternal, and the most grievous and intolerable 
pains that he now soffereih la hell*6re without 
nercy ? 

Again, how did Sennacherib, the proud king of the 
Assyrians, boast himself not only against £iechias, 
hat also the living God, yea and blasphemed him, 
saying that he would utterly subdue both him and 
his company, yea and that their God should be no 
Bore able to deliver them than a broken staff of reed ! 
Be leaned much to his oiwn politic wit and martial 
raliauee, thinking that inasmuch as heretofore he had 
sabdaed all kingdoms which he invaded, he also

PIOUS fraud; 

The circumstances which led Christopher Radst* 
will (a Polish Nobleman) to renounce the Romish 
faith in the latter part of the sixteenth century, and 
embrace the Protestant religion, deserve to be gene* 
rally known in these days of defection^ when Anti« 
Christ pursues his dark designs against oar faith at 
home and abroad. 

Christopher Radziwltl is said to have been ex- 
tremely sorry that a relation of his had abandoned the 
Uomish Church ; in the strength of his affection for 
what he then deemed the true faiih^ he went to 
Rome, and paid all imagmable honours to the Pope, 



friw acknowledged his fidditjr by the present of a 
box filled with Rkmgs* When he returned to his 
Gonotry, the fame of these relics spread abroad, and 
some Friars came and told him that a man was 
possessed b^ the devil^ who had been ezoreised to no 
purpose ; they therefore besought him^ for the sake 
of that nnhappy wretch, to lend them the preeiaue 
relies which he had hroaghl from Rome* This waa 
readily granted, and the relics were carried to Church 
by a Bolefmi procession* They were deposited on the 
altar, and on the appointed day the experiment was 
msde in the presence of a large multitude. It snc* 
seeded perfectly well; and as soon as the relics were 
appjiedy the evil spirit left the body of the man with 
the nsaal postures and grimaces. Every one cried 
oat, ' A Miracle 1' and Christopher Radziwill lifted 
up his bands and eyes to heaven, to return thanks for 
bis having bronght so holy a thing which performed 
such miracles* But some days afterwards, when he 
was in that admiration and transport of joy, and was 
bestowing the greatest euloginms on the virtue of 
those relics, he observed that a young gentleman of 
his honsehold, who had the keeping of that treasure, 
began to smile and make certain gestures, whieh 
shewed that he was langhi-og at his wordso Chris.* 
topber Raziwill jBew into a passion, and would know 
the reason of his deristorn. A promise being made to 
this gentleman that no harm should be done to him, 
he declared, * that on their return from Rome he 
had loot the bosf with the relics entrusted to hie care, 
and that, for fear of being pnnished for his neglect^ 
be bad got another hoa similar to that which had 
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been Inst, and filled it with iiiile ianM of eame 
tmimMlsf and that therefore he conld not helplaagh* 
ing, seeing the virtues ascribed to rt/ 

Christopher BadBiwill, wishing to ascertain the re* 
ality of the impostnre, sent for the MonkSi and desired 
them to enquire whether there were no more demo« 
aiacs who wanted the assistance of his reHeef After 
a few days they brought hrm another man possessed 
by the evil spirit, who made extraordinary contortions* 
Radziwill ordered them to perform in his presence 
the ordinary exorcisms; bnt which havmg proved 
ineffectual, he sent away the Monks, and ordered the 
demoniae to remain in his house. When the prieate 
were gone, Radxiwill put the demoniac into the bands 
of his Tartar grooms, who exhorted him to confess the 
imposture; but when he permsted in making bis 
farious gestures, they imposed on him a severe caa* 
tigation with rods and scourges : the wretch conlessed 
bis imposture, and that he never was possessed^ bnt 
only forced by tJm Monfc^ te play such a part. Rad- 
ciwill sent for the Metiks, who at first implored fatal 
not to believe the man^s confession, because it was Ike 
devil who spoke by his month: but Bidziwill an* 
swered, that if his Tartars were able to make the 
^vil speak the tr«th, they would be able to extort It 
from Friars. The Monks were forced to confess 
their imposture, bat excused themselves by pretending 
that they had done all this with a good Ittiention, 
and ttt order to oheek the progress of heresy 1 

These pious frauda raised great doubts in Rad* 
ciwill's mind about the truth of a religion defended 
b; snch meansy aad he began to stady the Scripts 
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After six months spent in reading and prayer, he 
pabliely embraced the Protestant religion with all

THE COMING OF CHRIST. 

From the warning-troice of St. John the Baptist—^ 
'* Prepare ye the way of the Lord; Repent ye, for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand :'^ from^tlie stirring 
eall of the Apostle Pant, — ^* Nove it is high time to 
airalce out of sleep, for now is oar salvatkni nearer 
than when we believed. The night is far spent, the 
day is at h«nd ; let ^s therefore east off the worka of 
darkness, and let us pot on the arinoar of light ;'' — 
ear ChuFch takes occasion in her propifr Lessons, 
Oolleets, Epistles, and Gospels for four successive 
Advent Sundays to remind os that oar blessed Lord 
having come once in great hamllity to save< the. world,. 
(Isaiah xlix. 6, John iit. 17,) will speedily come 
agsin in glory to jadge the world, (1 Peter iv. 5, 2 
These, i. 7 — 10,) to separate one from another, (Mat. 
XXV. 32,) him that serveth God and him thateervetb 
hitn not. To divide once and for evermore the snb^ 
jecia of his kingdom, which le not of this wdrld, 
(John zviii. 36,) from the children of this world, wha 
are the children of the wicked one. 

We have been called upon in oor Gharch Serviet^ 
to prepare ourselves to enter that kingdom of heaveik 
which He hath opened' to all believera; and* reminded 
that so to do^ we must caat away the worka of 
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darknesSy and pot opon us the armour of light. We 
must so read and stady the holy Scriptares diligently 
and prayerfally as shall lead as to embrace the 
blessed hope of everlasting life. So attend to the 
instrnctions and obey the precepts of the Ministers of 
God, that we may be found an acceptable people in 
His sight who sends them, at His second coming. 
And having prayed for the power of the Spirit of 
God to help ns against our own sinfulness — and to 
clear the way before onr great weakness — we reach 
the memorial of that blessed night when shepherds 
heard the angels sing, and join with tbein in that 
hlessed song, — ^* Glory be to God on high ; on earth 
peace ; good will towards men !" Glory be to God 
on high — for he has so loved the world as to give his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth on him 
should not perish, hot have everlasting life. Peace 
on earth — for the Prince of Peace is born. Good 
will towards men — for be is come that they might 
have life, and have it more abundantly. He is come 
whom patriarchs looked for and prophets foretold, 
(Heb. xi.y Loke ii. 25» Mark xv. 43,) and Israelites 
expected. He is conoe whode day Abraham looked 
forward to with joy, John viii. 56 ; whose praises 
David sang ; whom kings and prophets had desired 
to see*— this day is born unto yon a Saviour who is 
Christ the^ Lord, Lake ii. II. He shall save Us 
people from their sins, not ^fi them, and purify unto 
himself a peculiar people zealous of good works ; 
bating sin, all sin, for it brought Jesus from the 
throne of God, and all the glories and the happiness 
of heaven, to sorrow and to suffer amongst sinful a^en« 
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Zetloas of good works — for He Bet us an example 
that we shoald failow his steps — and he went about 
doing good. 

fle was obedient to the Law for man^ that he might 
fiilfil all righteousness— obedient to the law given bj 
God through Moses to the Jews* which was to dis- 
tiogoish them us the chosen people of God from all 
the nations of the earth besides, — for salvation is of 
the Jews, Obedient to the great law of God given 
for all mankind to follow and obey, sinoe he is the 
Author of the Christian faith. Behold the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the worlds John u 
29 — not of the Jews only, but of the world, there* 
fore of the Gentiles also : and so we read he did 
of Lis grace manifest or make himself known even 
in his infancy to the wise men of the East, who saw 
his star in the East, and came to worshi)) him : who 
offered treasures to him as the Proj)het, Dent. xviii« 
15; Priest, Ueb. iv. 14; and King of all mankind^ 
Luke i. 83, John !• 49, Rev. xvii. 14. Prophet to 
teach, Priest to atone for, King to rale over them ; 
thus owning him as that Son of Rlghteoosiiess who 
rose on the earth when he was born, Mai. iv. 2* 
** Aris^, shine, for thy light is come, and the glory of 
the Lord is risen upon thee«" 1 am the light of the 
world; walk therefore as children of light— ^put away 
the anfruittul woiks of darkness — awake thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the deadi and Chri&t shall 
give thee light-^-he that doeth truth cometh to the 
light, that Ills deeds may be made manifest that they 
are wro9ght in Qodl 
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LUTHER AND THE REFORMATION. 

Lntber had not long to endure the state of ser* 
Titude to which he had at first l>een subjected .in 
the Monastery of Erfurt ; for at the request of the 
University of which' he was member, the Superid^ 
released him from his menial offices, and he renewed 
his studies with increased diligence— reading at that 
time chiefly Augustine and other Fathers of the 
Church, But even then it was his delight to seek tUd 
wisdom wliich cometh from God only in His hdlf 
Word: for having discovered in tlie Monastery^ a 
Bible attached to a chain, he instantly began to study- 
it, and drank in its sacred truths with avidity : some* 
times passing a whole day in meditation on a single 
passage, and oftentimes committing portions of it' to 
memory — anxious there to find the will of 6od| and 
to have his faith strengthened and confirmed by the 
written Word. It was about this time that he began 
the study of the Scriptures in the originat Uriguag^da, 
and thus laid the foundation Oi* the noble work he was 
afterwards to accomplish — the translation of tbe 
Bible into the vulgar tongue. 

But Luther had not yet learned that * Wis are ae« 
cdunted righteous before God only for the merit of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ by faith, and not 
for our own works or deserviugs;' and he coutinaed 
earnestly to strive after that holiness that he had 
come to seek in the cloister, by undergoing all the 
rigours of the ascetic life. Fastings, lacerationt, 
watchings, and penances^ in their utmost extremes, 
were self-inflicted, and cheerfully endured : no sac-

rifiee was too great, no hardfibip too sev^e, to obtain 
the end lie had in fiev-^tbe aisorance of his salya* 
tien, and helinees in tbe sight of God. And he was 
sioeere in his desires ; his cotiscienee alnrays tendefi 
and now enlightened by the ^ord of God, told him 
what it was to be hely» and taught him to regard the 
least faolt as a heiaons sin ; and ne?er had the 
silence of the eloister witnessed a more trae and 
mdefatigahle labour to parehase eternal life. Bat he 
foand not *^wtiat he soaght ; the fears which had 
^ated his mind before he witbdrew from the outer 
world, gained strength in the qniet of his cell, uid 
left him no repose, while the distorted vision of his 
agonized mind reflected nothing bat the jastice of an 
offended God ;— sin without forgiveness, labours with- 
oii effect, suffering without hope. Ardent, earnest, 
sod impassioned, he foond all his endeavours useless^ 
sad knowing no other way of obtaining peace, and find- 
ing no eonsolation or assistance in his fellow Monks, 
who only gaeed with stnpid astonishment on his grief, 
he gave bioMelf up for losti and sank inito despain 
At this junetore Stanpitz, Vicar General of the An- 
gastins for all Germany, arrived at Erfurt on his 
ordinary visit of inspection, and his attention wa* 
aeon attracted by Lather, from whose woe-struck and 
emaciated appearance be easily guessed what was 
passing in his mind* Staupitz coald sympathize with 
Lather, for be had suffered mach in the aame way. 
The same thirst for knowledge and earnest love of 
Wrtne characterised Uiem both, and the same desire 
of prosecnting the end they had in view bad led 
eseh to the retirement of the cloister ; both bad 
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tasted the aneatisfying effect of philosophy and the 
^tndy of nature to sapply the cravings of the soal^ 
and liad entered upon the study of theology and the 
Word of God instead ; but Staapks had there found 
what Luther still sought — Christy and he was at 
peace. But he did not content himself with mere 
pity ; he rested not till he had prevailed on Luther 
to unburden himself to him, and long and earnestly 
did he endeavour to relieve the distress of his mind. 
He pointed out to him the utter inability of man to 
do anything for his own salvation* and the **One 
name given under heaven whereby men can be saved';'' 
he endeavoured to convince him of the worthlessness 
of self*inflicted sufferings as a means of salvation, 
when the one full sacrifice has been offered once for 
ally perfect and complete In itself; in a word, — and 
which 18 the fundamental distinction between the 
Popish faith and our own,-*he led his thoughts frooi 
himeelf to Christy from his own works, and merits^ 
and sufferings, to those of that Saviour who com* 
prebends in Himself the whole of the religion of the 
true child of God. And Luther received these glad 
tidings of good news into his parched and drearjf 
soul with all the eager delight of a despairing man: 
the trembling fear of an nnappeased and holy €rod, 
which bad hitherto actuated bim, gave place to the 
new and heavenly principle of Love, and though his 
doubts and fears did not at once leave him, his mind 
gradually opened more and more to the reception of 
the fulness of the heavenly light which had burst 
upon him ; he renounced the hope hitherto so fondly 
cherished of meriting his own salvation, and in *^ fall 
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usorance of faith/' rested wholly upon the graee 
of God; and foond a new life thereby springing np 
within him. Stanpitz had gi?en him a Bible before 
leaving Erfurt* recommending him to draw all his 
theology from it, and to study it alone ; and he im» 
mediately complied with his wishes, giring up erery 
other work for it, excepting St. Augustine. 

Luther had now been two years in the Convent, 
and being of sufficient standing to be admitted to 
foil orders, he was ordained Priest on the second of 
May, ld07 ; and shortly after, through the influence 
of his benefactor, Staupits, was made Professor in ' - 
tlie University of Wittemberg by Frederick, Elector 
of Saxony, afterwards so celebrated as Luther's pro- 
tector and friend. Luther's new situation obliged 
him to confine himself to the study of Aristotle's 
philosophy, on which he had to lecture in the Uni- 
versity ; and though he much lamented it at the 
time, yet he found this course of reading most useful in 
later years, in his disputes with the school*men of 
the day. Some months after his arrival at Wittem- 
bnrg be obtained his degree of Bachelor of Theology, 
with direction to devote himself to Biblical Theology, 
by which arrangement he had to lecture on the Bible 
for an hour every day, and thus attained the summit 
of bis wishes, in being able to return again to the 
study of that Word which had become ** meat and 
drink indeed " to his hungry soul. 

The Lectures of the new Professor were based simply 
and cbiefly upon the truths of the Book of Life ; and 
being utterly unlilse anything they had heard before, 
made considerable impressioii on his hearers, and 
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iind stodents came in crowds to the University at« 
tracted by them ; and when he first began to preach 
in an old rained chapel in the city, it was found far 
too small to contain the numbers who crowded to 
him. His was not the cold, dull exhortation, delivered 
as a matter of course or duty, and received in the 
same way by a listless and careless audience ; but 
the earnest, spirit-stirring eloquence. of a heart deeply 
believing the truths he taught ; and nerved by the 
Spirit of God to strike an unerring dart into the souls 
,of many of those who thus eagerly thronged to hear 
him ; and a new course was opened for himaelf'^Xo 
the indolence and uselessness of the cloister had sue- 
.ceeded the activity of body and mind — ^he filled a new 
situation, and the work of Ood through him gradually 
advanced to its developement.

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SHORT SERMON. 

"Jilen ought always to pray and not to faint,** 
Luke z?ii, 1. 

Oar blessed Lord very often delivered his instrnc- 
tioDS under the form of a parable, which was fitted to 
engage the attention and impress the heart. He 
spake a parable unto his hearers to this end, '* that 
iBCB ODght always to pray and not to faint:*' sajfing, 
"Tliere was in a certain city a Judge that feared not 
God neither regarded man:" this was a shameless 
character: he was quite unfit to fill the important 
office of a Judge. A person who fears neither God 
nor man is a very disgraceful person indeed. I hope, 
my dear brethren, there is no such character amongst 
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vs this day. There probably are some, ho we Ter, who 
resemble the unjust judge — they " fear neither God 
hor man ;'* they neither stand in awe of the wrath of 
the supreme Being denounced against sin, nor regard 
the opinion of their fellow creatures. These are very 
bad people; may the Lord have mercy upon their 
souls, and bring them to repentance. 

In the city where the judge resided there was a 
widow who had sustained an injury; she applied to 
the judge for redress, but she applied in vain : she 
had manifestly right on her side, but the judge 
frowned upon her suit, and in his usual careless way 
for a long while turned a deaf ear to her pefeitioti ! 
She came to him saying, ** Avenge me of my ad- 
versary ;" and he would not for a while ; but after- 
ward he said within himself, '^ Though I fear not 
God, nor regard man, yet because this widow trou- 
bleth me I will avenge her, lest by her continual 
coming she weary me/' This was assigning a very 
poor reason certainly for his interference In the 
matter. *' And the Lord said, hear what the unjust 
jodge saith : and shall UFOt God aveoge his owa e?ect 
which cry day and night unto him, though he bear 
long with them ? i tell you that he will avenge them 
speedily." If the poor widow prevailed by impor* 
tunity on an Ufijust judge, shall not the Lord's people 
prevail with a righteous and merciful God and 
Father to hear and answer their supplieatioas f He 
may' bear long with them to try the strength of thetr 
faith, and to teach them patience, bat in his own 
good time he will interpose on their behalf; *^ I tell 
you that he will avenge them speedily." 
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My dear friends, we are taught by this parable the 
daty of fervent^ persevering, importunate prayer: 
—"Men ought al«rays to pray and not to faint.*' 
There may be times when, and eircamitances under 
which, we are tempted to faint and to despair of 
baving an answer to our cry, but tliese temptations, 
like other temptations, are to be manfully resisted : 
"Men ought always to pray and not to faint" under 
aDydlsconragenieut. We cannot, it is true, be always 
in the attitude and exetcise of prayer, but we may 
always be in the spirit and frame of prayer. In 
whatever oecnpation or worldly calling we may be 
engaged, still we may be fn a prayerful state of mind ; 
this is certainly true, and has been frequently rea- 
lized in the experience of the Christian and child of 
God—** Men ought always to pray and not to faint-" 
Mflof people never pray at all ; they rise in the 
morning, and they return at night without bowing the 
knee in prayer : their conduct plainly shews that 
they see no good in prayer : these people must be in 
& wretchedly dark state, living without God in the 
world, and without hope. A prayerless man or 
woman is tinder the curse of God ; a prayerless man 
or woman continuing prayer lees will die und be 
<iaisned ! that is plain tallcing, my dear friends. 
Plain talking on these matters is not always agree- 
able, but it is very often profitable. Prayer to God 
M a dnty which we are commanded to perform ; God 
win he enquired of by us ; he says so : ** Thus saith 
the Lord God, I will yet for this be enquired of 
by the house of Israel to do it for them." Again, 
it is written, " In every thing by prayer and suppli* 
E 3 
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cat too, with thanksgiving, let yonr requests be made 
known nnto God!" These and other passages of 
Scripture that might be mentioned prove the duty of 
prayer : we are commanded to pray onto God. If, 
my brethren, yon neglect the command , yoa are 
guilty of wilful disobedience against God. The 
reasonableness of prayer is evident : it is- reasonable 
to pray unto God ; '^ for in Him we live, and move, 
and have our being:" from his unsearchable bounty 
comes all our good: I say it is reasonable to ac- 
knowledge our dependence on this gracious Being, 
and the acknowledgement is made by habitual prayer 
to Him for the supply of all our wants. But, my 
brethren, whilst prayer to God is a reasonable duty 
which we are bound to perform, it mast be considered 
in the higher and more interesting light of a privilege. 
It is a blessed privilege to be able to approach our 
Maker in the intercourse of "prayer ; to open our 
hearts to him, to spread our necessities before him, 
to unbosom all oar secret sorrows and anxious cares 
to One who can mitigate and assuage them. The 
priviiege of fprayer cannot be too highly valued: one 
of the loveliest pictures this earth affords is the child 
of God' engaged in prayer to his heavenly Father : 
it is a sight affecting and sublime, over, which even 
the angels might bend with pleasure and delight. 
My dear friends, we have many things to pray for ;. 
things of a temporal nature, and things of a spiritual 
nature: we have to pray for food, and raiment, and 
health of body: we have to pray for pardon and 
grace, for righteousness and strength ; these are 
spiritual blessings. Remember also to pray iq humble 
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reliance upon the holy Spirit's iDfliience: it is He 
which must teach you what to pray for, and how to 
pray for it ; his gracious assistance is needed ;— 
'^Likewise the Spirit also heipeth our infirmities: 
for we know not what we should pray for as we 
ODght; hut the Spirit itself maUeth intercession for 
Qs with groanings which cannot be uttered." Again, 
remember, my friends, the blessings which are given 
io answer to prayer flow to us through the channel of 
Christ's merits: he purchased them for os by his 
precious bloodshed! ng ; it is in Christ that God is 
ready to bless ns with '' all blessings in heavenly 
places/' — " Men oug^ht always to pray and not to 
faint." 

It has been already observed, that we are apt to 
faint and become weary in the exercise of prayer ; 
we are apt to be discouraged if we do not receive an 
answer to our prayer so soon as we expected. God 
has promised to hear and answer the petitions of all 
who call upon him in sincerity and truth: ^*he is 
faithful that hath promised :" he may not answer 
immediately^ or in the manner we wish ; but yet he 
will answer prayer ; he says be will — *^ Call upon me, 
1 will answer thee.'* 

Now, my friends, I will just tell you how much 
greater reason we have to expect that God will inter* 
pose on our behalf than the poor widow had to expect 
the Judge would interfere on her account. This 
widow was a stranger to the judge, but the servants 
of God are related to God, they are his peculiar peo« 
pie, his dear children ; we are sure that he will hear 
them therefore they should not faint. Again, the judge 
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had but a slight interest in granting the widow's 
petition, hot God*8 interest is much concerned in the 
relief, the comfort, and salvation of his believing 
people ; his honour and the glory of his name are 
deeply concerned. Let them not therefore faint. 
But further, we may observe, the oppressed widow 
bad DO one to speak to the judge for her; but we 
have the King^s own Son to intercede on our behalf, 
*^ Him the Father heareth always:" his pleas must 
prevail : he is a constant, sympathising, persevering 
Advocate before the throne; let us therefore not 
faint. 

But again, the poor widow had many diffirnlties 
in her way, but we have the greatest encouragements: 
she vexed the judge and made him angry by her many 
applications, but we have to do with a Sovereign who 
loves to have us importunate and earnest* Well 
then, may we have faith to believe that our prayers 
shall sooner or latter be abundantly answered, and 
therefore '' we ought always to pray and not to 
faint.'* And did this unjust judge plead the cause of 
the poor widow? and shall not God plead the cause 
of his own servants whom he loves, an i in whose 
welfare he is tenderly concerned ? Will he not 
pnnish their enemies ? <' I tell yon, (said our Lord,) 
he will avenge them speedily." Let ns thea often 
think of this poor widow, and **> pray always and not 
faint.*' 

In conclusion, my dear brethren, I would remark, 
what foiip it is to live without prayer. I will tell 
yon where the folly lies: pra>er is the appointed 
medium through which we obtain blessings at the 



iMtod of God : these are no light blessings — pardojiy 
grace, wisdom, streegth, eonsolatioop heafea* eternal 
glory y these are no light Messings : we obtaia tbefli 
all by ferveaty heart-felt prayer unto Ood, and by 
nothing else* What folly then to live without prayer, 
by which these amazing blessings are to be sooght 
and obtained ! what folly can equal this folly ? Bat 
I observe farther, it is wicked ^ it is ein/ui to live 
without prayer ; it is n^ore than folly, it is positive 
guiii: and f will tell yoa why — our Lord says in 
the text, ^*Men ought always to pray and not to 
faiot;" he commands us therefore to pray: If we do 
not pray we dieebey hie cemmand^ and to disobey 
any command of our Lord with oar eyes open is wilful 
sin. Therefore it is wicked not to pray, and it is 
feliy not to pray. My dear friends, may we neither 
be foolish nor wicked in this matter. May the Lord 
teach us to pray with the nnderstanding and with, the 
heart 1 Chaalks. 



SCRIPTURE REFLECTION. 

^ FTho have eaid, fFiih our tongue will we prevail^ 
our lipe are our own ; who is Lord over ua V 

We are told by St. James that the tongue, thoagh 
a little member, boasteth great things. To this truth 
we have abandant testimony in the present day, as 
described by the Psalmist, ** Who have said, With 
«v tongue will we prevail." Many vain talkers are 
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entered into the world, who cease not to pervert 
divine trath, and substitnte reason for revelation ! 
through the roedinra of that little member, an evil 
root of bitterness is continually springing op^ and by 
its influence tares are sown amongst the wheat. 

•* With our tongae will we prevail." — Pride is the 
root of all those evils which are a scourge to the 
nation and Church. The infidel vainly imagines fae 
can prevail with a plausible show of false philosophy ; 
the Socialist, alas, will boast of deceiving many un- 
stable souls with flattering lips; and, unhappily for 
England, the Papist is again endeavouring to pre- 
vail ! these say in their hearts, " With our tongue 
will we prevail:" but the haughtiness of men shall 
be brought low. 

''Our lips are our own," — ^This is not the language 
of a soul taught by God to abhor itself, but the self- 
confident boasting of unrenewed man. 

"Who is Lord over us?*' — Insubordination, ano- 
ther crying sin of the age in which we live, whether 
political, or as it relates to Church discipline. The 
Jews of old declared that they would not have the 
Messiah to reign over them. Many would now gladly 
dethrone the ruling powers, while they forget " the 
powers that be are ordained of God," Rom xiii. 1. 
Divers orders are appointed by God for the safety, 
honour, and welfare of his Church. — Pastors and 
teachers graciously ordained for feeding the flocks 
over which they are made overseers, and submission 
to such is plainly inculcated — ** Obey them that have 
the rule over you;" see Heb. xiii. 17. St. Paul 
commended the Corinthians for keeping the ordi« 
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imnees as he delivered them, and praitet them beetose 
their obedience is kno^m nnto all men. Many more 
passages might be add need ; one however will add 
importanee to the subject, « Who is among yon thai 
feareth the Lord, and obeyeth the voice of his •ervant» 
let him trost in the name of the Lord/' Isaiah L la 
This verse evhlently implies that the Lord's blessing 
is given to those only who love his precepts, and in 
whose heart is God's law« The same principle all odes 
to the whole chain of Christian daty. Let ns ex- 
amine thatcompendiam, at once full, comprehensive, 
and Gonetse, contained in the fifth of Ephesians, 
beginning at the twenty-second verse, and continued 
in the ninth verse of the sixth chapter, — '< Wlvea 
sobmit onto year own hasbands as unto the Lord." 
The Christian wife will not say, *^ Who is Lord over 
me V* hot how can I adorn the doctrine of Christ in 
all things ? To her is the reply given, " If any obey 
not the word, they may be won by your meek, quiet, 
and obedient spirit," 1 Peter iii, 1 — 4. ** Hasbands 
love your wives ; let all bitterness and wrath be pot 
away from you.'* <' Children obey your parents." 
'* Esteem others better than yoursdves; be clothed 
with hnmHf ty.'* " Servauts be obedient to your mas- 
ters ; serve as in the fear of the Lord." St. Peter 
also exhorts the younger to submit nnto the elder : 
thus when a Christian house is set in order, the 
yosnger members of the family will submit unto the 
elder, and peace will remain therein.' 

If Christendom be exalted to maintain her high and 
iioly character, she will individuaJly and colleetively 
^ to flight armies of aliens. In her beau tifiii gar* 
b5 
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ments she will come forth, ** fair a9 the m«en, and 
terrible as an army with banners/' impartinic a lastre 
to th6 benighted earth ! Whf the Church awake 
froib her long sleep, and plead teryentlf that those 
M^fao still continue to use the language oontained id 
thiis Psalm, may " talk no more so exceeding proudly.*' 
St. Paul was not ignoratit that stich were troablers of 
Israel in his time, b»t what does he say of them 9 
'*To whom we gave place by subjection, no not fdr 
an hour, tlmt the truth of the gospel might contioue 
with you/' Gal. ii. 5. May this gospel be eontinoed 
to US, and while we have the light let us walk in tire 
)igbt| and shine brighter and brighter onto the perfect 
day.

on his Judgmeot-seaty after that he had most tyrant- 
like persecuted eertaia of 'Christ's Church, yea, and 
slain with sword James the brother of John, was 
amote of the angel of the Lord, because he gave not 
the glory io God ; so that he waa eaten up of worms. 
Acts xii. 

But what need I rehearse so many histories ont of 
the dirinc letters, seeing that this one which I shall 
now recite may seem abundantly to satisfy for to shev 
liow <' preeions in the sight of the Lord the death of 
Us saints i^" seem their life io this world never so 
miserable, wretched, pitiful, poor, ;ieedy, beggarly, 
iaud fall of tirooble, sorrow^ dolour^ and calamity : 
again» how vile and detestable the death of thCi 
wicked is in the l^ord's eight, be their life here nevet. 
10 pompons^ gallant, easy, vdoptuous, joyfal, quiet, 
' aaretess, and pispe-like, 

St Lake in his gospcf ^eii^Iareth how there was a 
tartaitt rich man, which was apparelled with parpl#^ 
and costly linen, and fared delicioasly every day* 
fa Ibese words theavaagfiUstskeweth manifestly ko^i 
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this rich niflli lived in all pleasure, and had all thinj^ 
according to his hearts desire. Hat behold, the end ! 
He was crueT, merciless, and mipitifol to the poor. 
Therefore, when he di^d th<> Scripture saith that he 
was carried down into hell, where he was tormented 
with sach grievoos flames of fire and intolerable 
bantings, that he desired Abraham to send dowir 
Lazarus unto him, that he might dip the tip of hia 
finger in the water and cool his tongue, for he wae 
grievously tormented in that flame. ** But Abrahain 
said. Remember son that thou hast received thy 
pleasures in thy life, and contrariwise Lasarus re-^ 
eeived pains and troubles. Therefore is he now 
comforted; and thoa art tormented.'*' 

As for the poor man, his life was so wretched, 
beggarly, and miserable, that no man would scarcely 
Toochsafe to cast their eye and to look toward him^ 
he was such an abject, so rent, so torn, so lazar-like, 
and full of grievous sores: only the dogs licked hia 
sores. But behold the end ! *' This poor man died, 
and was carried of the angels into Abraham's bosom;" 

This history declareth plainly how precious the 
death of the saints, that h of the' faithful, is- in the 
sight of the Lord, appear their life never so miserable 
before the dainty worldlings; again, how vile and 
detestable the death of the wicked is in God's sight, 
have they spent their ll'fe in never so much joy, plea* 
sore, and felicity, and were they accounted before 
the world never so blessed, heppy, and fortunate ; and 
brought to the ground with never so great pomp an^ 
solemnity. And here see we that to be trae whieh- 
\i w>itte», << Woe be to yoa rich meo) wbieb- bare 
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]roor eonsolation. Woe be to yon that are filled, for 
ye shall hiioger. Woe be to yoa that iaagh oo^iTy for 
ye shall lament aad weep. Woe be to yon when all 
men shall praise yoo, for according to tliese things 
did their fathers to the false prophets!** Bat, 
^ Blessed are ye that hanger now, for ye shall be 
filled. Blessed are ye that weep now, fur ye shall 
kiagh." The dainty worldlings receive pain after 
this life ; bat the faithful in the Lord, which be op^ 
pressed with misery and troubled for GodN troth i 
shall reeeive joy and glory. 80 that, as David saith^ 
** Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of 
his saints." 

Bereto agreeth the saying of St. John In his Re* 
Telaiion, " Blessed are the dead whieh die in the 
Lord." The death of sarnts must aeeds be preciou* 
in the sight o( the Lord, and they which die in the 
Lord most needs be blessed, seeing that both the 
glory of God is set forth by their death, and th& 
saints themselves set in a perpetual joy and ever-^ 
hstiog i|oietness,^ without any more care or trouble* 
For after that they have offered up their life anta 
God, Mhe souls of the righteous are straightways In 
the hand of God, and the pain of death shall nol> 
toach them. In the sight of the nowise they appear 
to die, ancl their end Is taken lor very destruction*. 
The way of the righteons is judged to be utter dea« 
^eilnn, bat they are in rest. And though they suffer 
P^iB.before men, yet is their hope foil of immortalltf*' 
Tbeyare pnnished bat i« few things, nevertheless in. 
Muy things shall they be well rewarded. For God 
prsreth theciii and fiodetli them meet for biinself^^ 
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yea, as gold io the foraaee dotli hfi fry tkem, and 
reeeiveth them as a barn t* offering, and wh«n tho 
time oometfa they shall he looked opon. The righ^ 
teovs shall shine as the sparks that ron through the 
reed basli. They shall judge the natiotiSy and have 
dominion over the people, and their Lord shall reign 
lor ever. They that pnt their trnst in him shall an- 
derstand the truth, and soeh as be faith fol will agneo 
nato him in love ; for his chosen have gifts and peace* 
Bat the ungodly shall be punished according to their 
oiru imaginations ; for they have despised the rigU* 
teoos, and forsaken the Lord.' 

Moreover, < the righteous shall stand in groat 
sted fastness against such as have dealt extremely 
with them, and taken away their labours. Wiien 
they see it they shall be vexed with horrible fear, and 
shall wonder at the hastiness of their sadden healthy 
groaning for very distress of imnd, and shall say 
within themselves, having inward sorrow and monrn* 
iog for very anguish of mind. These are they whom 
we sometime had in derision and jested upon. We 
fools thought their lives very madness, and their end 
to be without honour. Bot lo, how they are counted 
among the children of God, and their portion ia 
among the saints I Therefore have we erred from 
the way of truth ; the light of righteouaoeas bath not 
•hined unto us, and the sun of understanding rose not 
vpon us ; we have wearied ourselves in the way ot 
wickedness and destruction. Tedious ways have we 
gone ; but as for tbe way of the Lord, we have not 
known it. What good hatb oar pride done unto va, 
9r what profit hath the pomp of riches brought na t 
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AH the66 things are pas^ away as a shadosr/ &e. 
These and eoeb other words shall they that hare 
rifiiied speak in hell. " But the righteoas shall li?e 
for erereaore. Their reward also is with the Lord, 
and their remembrance with the Highest. There- 
fore shall they reeeive a glorious kingdom, and a 
beantifai crown of the Lordls hand. For with his 
right hand shall lie corer them, and virith his own arm 
shall he defend them/'&c. 

Thus see we how dear and precious in the sight of 
the Lord the death of Iris saints is* St. Paul having 
experience of this thing* when he was yet alive^ said 
6B this manner, " I desire to be dissolved and loo- 
sened out of this mortal body", and to be with Christ/' 
Also king David, '' Woe is me that I tarry In this 
w<^d so long !" 

Therefore, howsoever the wicked worldlings ac- 
ooant the death of the saints, whether ft chanceth to 
them by famine, hunger, sword, water, fire, halter, 
or any otherwise, undoubtedly it is ** precious in tire 
ttght of the Lord," appear it before the world of 
aever so great ignominy, Teproaeh, infamy, shame, 
tad rebnke. Happy therefore is he that dieth this 
death, hftwsoever it chanceth to htm Blessed is thaf 
vbich bringeth this glory. {^Tobe continued. 



LUTHER AND THE REFORMATION. 

(Oontinaed ttom page 78.) 
A dispnte having arista between some Convents of 
lb Augustine order and the Vicar General, it war 
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determined to refer the matter to the supreme tri« 
boDal at Rome, and Luther was e1ectt*d as the fittest 
agent of the Monasteries to hriog their grie^ancea 
before the Pope. He set out immediately; and cros- 
sing the Alps, descended into the rich and fertile 
plains of Italy, where he was filled with astonishment 
at every step, in comparing the luxury he saw aroond 
him with the plainness and simplicity of his own 
country. But as he reached Rome, every other 
feeling was merged in the high* wrought admiration 
with which he gased upon that roagnifieent city, so 
long the unconqnerabie mistress of the ancient world. 
3ut with deeper feelings he gazed, upon her as the 
Christian Rome from whence the Apostle Paul wrote 
most of his Epistles, and the scene of his martyrdom, 
as well as of so many incidents recorded in the Aeta 
of the Apostles by whom the Gospel had been planted 
there, and, as Luther fondly imagined, the seat area 
then of all that was highest and holiest upon earth* 
But he soon found his error ; the Rome of the 
Apoatles and early Christians, and the apostate, 
degraded, and voluptuous Rome of the sixteenth 
century were alike in nothing but the name, and 
every day his fervent and truth-seeking spirit waq 
more and more chilled and disappointed, . by tha 
profaneness and worldliness of those whom he had 
thought to find the holy and devoted Ministers of 
God. 

But Luther's |ouroey to Borne was no mean step 
in the progress of. the Reformation he was, in the 
band of. God, to be the means of effecting ; aA it 
shewed to him the Papacy in its troe light, robbid ,0$ 
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the meretricioiiB oroamenta and the false glare with 
which distance of place and length of time had com* 
hined to veil it* He had expected there to find the 
Church in all her glory, — the light of the Christian 
world, — and he foaud her debased and corrupted > 
delodiDg the mass of the people with ceremonies and 
doctrines which tUey who taught them scoffed at and 
ridicaled ; and while enjoining self-denial, mortifi- 
cations, and penances, living themselves in all the 
excesses of luxury and indulgence. In Roioe too, 
whilst studying diligently, as ever, the Epistle to the 
Komans, he was led to embrace with full and free 
eonvietiou the blessed doctrine of justification by 
faith in all Its fulness: thus in the midst uf irreligion 
and BQperstition, drawing the fandaineiital and saving 
troths of religion from the pure source of the Book 
of Life. Indignant and disappointeii, Luther quitted 
Rome, and returned to Wittemberg, where he gladly 
turned his attention from the Papal city and it9 proud 
and luxurious ministers, to the sacred word of God, 
which gained what that Church had lost in his reve- 
rence and love. 

Meanwhile his friend and patron, the Elector 
Frederic, had not lost sight of him ; and almost im« 
iDediately on his return offered him the high degree of 
Doctor of Theology, wliich, much agninsthis will, he 
was persuaded by Stanpitz to accept, and accordingly 
bis future opponent, Carlstadt, then Theological 
Professor in the University, conferred this dignity 
Bpon him, on the tenth of October, 1512. Luther, 
then took an oath to defend the gospel truth with all 
his power, and also • faithfully to preach the holy 
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Serlptore, and purely to teach it, to stody it all his 
life, and to defend it by disputes and writings agminst 
all false doetors, so h«lp hirn 0«)d.' This was a 
new era in the life of this great man, and tie felt it so: 
hitherto he had been se«kitig only the way o( hia omn 
salvation, now he had to poi»t it oat to others ; aad 
he shrank not from the task : he felt that he Had 
beeo called of God to the high station he then oc^ 
enpied, and he set out in his labtimrs in His name, 
and resting alone upon His grace and blessing. The 
foundation and groundwork of his preaching was 
** Jesus Christ and him craeified,*' as the only begin* 
ning and end of our salvation, and upon that lie 
raised his superstructure of faith and holiness of life, 
and love to God and man. He explained the Scrip- 
tures with clearness and life, warring against the 
prevalent error of believing that man could by any 
works of his own merit eternal life ; and, like a 
second John the Baptist, holding up to his hearers* 
view alone ** the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sins of the world." And his exhortations oame' 
with weight, for lie carried out in his life the doe* 
trines he advocated by word of mouth; and it was 
apparent to all» that his pure manners and holy living 
were a practical exemplification oi the truths he 
taught. Nor did Luther content hinself with fiiK* 
filling, the plain duties of his office, but endeavoured 
to advance the work of God wiierever he might ; and 
exerted himself to the utmost in stimulating and ea* 
eonraging the timid and prudent Spalatinus, secretary 
and chaplain to the Elector, to remain firm at bis 
post) when he would fain have relinquished it, from 
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fear and distrmt uf himseK, He ^vras like 8u«pits 
nade for more peaeeful iim^a, and vhite he migkt 
have shone in quiet piirsuanoe of already ettaW^p 
liifaed truths his spirit failed him when required 
to stand holdly forivard for conCefided points. Mueb 
the same might be said of his friend Erasmas, to* 
wards whom Luther next tamed on the subject of 
faith and works. Endowed with oonsiderable talents, 
aad possessed y thronjifh his indefatigable applicatian 
aad industry, of great learning and extensive ae- 
qnaintance with the Scriptures, which enabled him 
to see and lament the vices and errors of the Church, 
this remarkable man mij^ht have done much for the 
eaaseof God, but his feeble timid spirit ahrttnk with 
alarm at the first prospect of the Reformation he 
had himself done so much to prepare the way for ; 
asd when he should have stood in the foremost rank, 
as champion of the truths he believed, but dared not 
straggle for, he trembled at what he had already 
aecompliatied ; and undecided what to do, or which 
eoarse to take, inclined first to one side then the 
other, and finally abandoning the standard of the 
gospel, turned his Back in the day of battle. To 
him Luther earnestly appealed on the doctrine of 
JQStification by faith, endeavouring to bring his mind 
to a conviction of its truth, as he had leant too much 
to works as a means of salvation in hia writings. 
A&d the labours of Luther were not without effect on 
many of his hearers, who soon began publicly to pro* 
fess the trntbs they bad learned fro^n him; and he 
employed one of them, named Feidkiichen, to pab* 
lish under hia direction some theses, in which be 
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pot forth his principal doctriiies/layiog especial stress 
on the cormption of man by natore, and the falness 
of salvation by Jesus Christ. These he afterwards 
folloived up by ninety- nine more propositions, which 
treated particularly on the free will of man, denying 
that he possessed in himself, in his present fallen state, 
the liberty of loving God and doing right, and as- 
cribing all to the grace of God ; by which be lowered 
Aristotle's philosophy and the scholastic theology from 
the high esteem in which they were then wont to 
be held. 

Luther sent a copy of these theses to the Mon- 
astery of Erfurt, offering to maintain the opinions 
contained in them, either in the University or Mon- 
astery, should they be disputed ; as he well knew 
how heterodox they would there be considered. Bat 
his challenge was not accepted ; the Monks con- 
tenting themselves with expressing their great dis- 
pleasure at his doctrines. He afterwards sent them 
to £ck, then Professor in the University of Ingolstadt, 
with whom he had long been on terms of friendship, 
for his opinion, which was one of weight, as a man of 
learning and talent, and enjoying as great a repa- 
tation for it in the centre as Luther was in the north 
of Germany. But these propositions excited, but 
little attention though of so great importance ; for 
while Luther merely touched on doctrinal points and 
questions of Theology, he might go on unmolested \ 
and it was not till afterwards, when he attacked the 
abuses and evils that would endanger their own quiet, 
that men were aroused to their arms. Nor had 
Luther himself any idea as yet to what these small 
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begiunings would lead. He had no intention of emer* 
ging from his own circle of duties in what he did; 
but he was led on by an unseen and Almighty hand 
from step to step; and the spiritual war which was 
to change the whole face of the world was then on the 
eve of its commencement.
